LITTE more than six months ago, in 

the columns of the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL, I had the privilege of outlining 
the postwar position and problems of the 
Army Exchange Service. In the interven- 
ing period, there 
have been many 


advance- 
ments, changes 
and £ iimprove- 
ments. While 
new problems 
constantly pre- 
sent themselves, 


many of the old 
ones have been 
successfully re- 
solved. 

In June of this 

past year, we 
were in the 
midst of our cen- 
tralization pro- 
: gram. The First, 
Second and Third Army Areas and the 
Military District of Washington were 
centralized. Our teams were preparing to 
move into the Fourth Army Area to as- 
sist them in centralizing and we had in- 
formation that the Fifth and Sixth Army 
Areas were to soon join the program. 
; Centralization, we realize now, was an 
ill-chosen name for the consolidation we 
hoped to accomplish. But it is the ac- 
cepted name and for the time being we 
are forced to continue using it. We had 
combined some bookkeeping and account- 
ing procedures but we had not centralized 
procurement nor do we intend to. Re- 
sponsibility for exchange operation and 
the instruments to accomplish it remain 
with the post and base commanders. 

Midway in our centralization program, 
we faced a serious problem which affected 
soldier morale and which gave centraliza- 
tion a poor name in some quarters. That 
problem was increased prices. The need 
for those increases had been gathering 
momentum for some time. Unfortunately, 
and coincidentally, that need became irre- 
Sistible in the midst of our centralization 
Program. Some persons not close to the 
core of the matter assumed that centrali- 
zation had caused the price increases. 
This was not only erroneous but to some 
extent ironic for only a few months later 
centralization was to prove the one tool 
by which prices could be lowered. 

The few price increases in the Spring 
of 1947—later cancelled out by price re- 
ductions — were the result of lower 
volume due to dwindling troop strength 
plus soaring costs of merchandise to the 
exchange. The exchange was then—and 
continues to be—vulnerable as any other 
business is to commodity price rises. 

An added pressure on exchange prices 
was the hew need for exchange funds to 
provide $1.43 per man per month to wel- 
fare funds. This was required in order to 
Inaintain the high level of the Special

Bills Revising Army and 
Air JA Systems Passed 


The bill for the revision of the system 
of military justice, including the creation 
of a separate “Judge Advocate General's 
Corps” with a separate promotion list was 
incorporated in the Selective Service bill 
as it was finally approved by Congress 
and went to the President for signature. 

The JAG measure had been passed by 
the House of Representatives on 15 
January, but the Senate Committee had 
not acted upon it. However, when the 
draft bill came up in the Senate propo- 
nents of the military justice measure 
moved that it be included with the draft 
as an amendment, and the motion was 
carried. The House subsequently enacted 
its version of the draft measure and when 
the two went to conference the conferees 
included the JAG bill as “Title II” of the 
draft and in that form it was accepted 
by both houses and now awaits the Presi- 
dent’s approval. 

Also awaiting the President’s signature 
is S. 2401 which provides for the adminis- 
tration of military justice in the Air 
Force by Air Force personnel and estab- 
lishes The Judge Advocate General, U. 5. 
Air Force, equal in dignity and authority 
with The Judge Advocates General of 
the Army and Navy. 

While these two measures affecting the 
courts martial system in the Army and 
the Air Force are on the President's desk, 
plans are proceeding in the office of the 
Secretary of Defense for a detailed joint 
study of the system of military justice in 
all three components of the Military Es- 
tablishment with a view to putting them 
all on the same plane as to operations, 
procedure, penalties, etc., and possibly 
eventually to unify them. 

The military justice bill for the Army 
originally ‘Was sponsored and supported 
by the Department of the Army. How- 
ever, the provisions setting up the Judge 
Advocate General’s Corps with its sep- 
arate promotion list was vigorously op- 
posed by the Department. The House 
committee in its report on the bill called 
attention to the Department’s opposition 
to this phase of it but stated: “It is im-

Rear Adm. Herbert G. Hopwood, Di- 
rector of Budget and Reports, recently 
said that “the planned operating aircraft 
strength of the Navy, Marine Corps and 
their Reserve components during 1949 is 
7,866 aircraft, including 22 lighter-than- 
air ships. To maintain this operating 
strength requires the procurement of ap- 
proximately 2,400 aircraft per year.” 
Admiral Hopwood further stated that 
“the difference between annual aircraft 
requirements and new procurement has 
been met by withdrawal of aircraft from 
storage. On 1 July 1948, there will be 
about 2,425 planes in storage.” Thus, “at 
the current rute of procurement,” he said, 
“the storage pool will be depleted during 
fiscal year 1950.” 

Discussing the aeronautical research 
and development program, Rear Adm, Al- 
fred M. Pride, Chief of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics, stated that “primary effort 
will be focused on the improvement of 
aircraft in the areas of speed and 
maneuverability of fighters and in the 
range of carrier attack aircraft.” Ad- 
miral Pride also admitted that the Navy 
plans to spend most of its aeronautical 
research and development appropriations 
for prototype planes and prototypes in 
radio and radar. 


NEL, 
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Acts of 80th Congress to 
Reshape Armed Forces 


When the 80th Congress adjourned, it 
left on the statute books and awaiting 
Presidential approval an impressive 
record of Service legislation which will 
vitally effect the size and organization of 
the Armed Forces for years to come, 

Chief among such legislation is the so- 
called Unification Act setting up the Na- 
tional Military Hstablishment, the peace- 
time Selective Service Law, the Officer 
Personnel Act of 1947 establishing a 

“system of forced attrition and promotion 
by selection for officers of the Army and 
Air Force as well as the Navy and Marine 
Corps, and the retirement bill for the 
Army and Air Force and the initiation 
of a system of non-disability retirement 
for personnel of the National Guard and 
the reserve components of all the Armed 
Services. 

Equally interesting to segments of the 
Armed Services was the enacting into law 
of bills providing for increasing the pay 
of doctors and dentists in the Army, Navy 
and Public Health Service for 5 years; 
establishing the Nurse Corps in the Regu- 
lar Army and Navy; the cashing of ter- 
minal leave bonds after 1 Sept. 1947; in- 
creasing the pay of Cadets and Midship- 
men: increasing the strength of the Coast 
Guard, and of the Navy's Civil Engineer 
Corps; creating a Chief of Chaplains in 
the Navy, and terminating $1,500 income 
tax exemption 1 Jan. 1949 for officers, 
and total exemption on enlisted pay. 

Of varied interest to different groups 
was the placing on the statute books of 
laws providing for the transportation of 
Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard de- 
pendents and effects, even though travel 
is interrupted ; authorizing the establish- 
ment of a Post Graduate Schoo] for Naval 
Officers at Monterey, Calif.; authorizing 
the construction of experimental subma- 
rines, and revising the Medical Depart- 
ments of the Army and Navy. 

Legislation pending at the close of the 
first session of the 80th Congress and con- 
verted into law during the second session, 
now adjourned, was made up of the fol- 
lowing bills: H.R. 2744, providing for the 
retirement, involuntary or voluntary, of 
officers of the Regular Army, and for the 
retirement of reservists at age 60 with 
pay. (This bill awaits the signature of 
the President) ; S. 1641, providing for the 
integration of the WAC'’s and WAVES 
into the Regular Services; 8S. 1174. inac- 
tive duty training pay for the ORC: 8. 
1675, Navy Public Works; 8. 1676, Mili- 
tary installations for Army and Air Force: 
H.R. 1366, to facilitate procurement of 
supplies for the Army and Navy; ELR. 
8484. transfer of the Remount Service to 
the Department of Agriculture, and H.R. 
4090, providing retirement pay for Army 
and Navy nurses retired with relative 
rank prior to World War IT. 

Pending at the end of the first session 
and not enacted during the second session 
were H.R. 4278, the universal military 
training bill; H.R, 4143, calling for the 
reorganization of the ROTC. 

Likewise pending was H.R, 2575, which 
provided for revising the court-martial 
system of the Army. Although passed by

The Importance Of Industry In 
Relation To Air Power

HE Air Force has long recognized the 

important part played by the ord- 
nance-industry team in helping to achieve 
the outstanding production records of 
World War II. Since we have similar 
problems of our own, we 
—in the Air Force— 
have also observed with 
great interest the con- 
tinuing participation of 
your association, during 
the post-war period, in 
the field of industrial 
preparedness. To pro- 
vide meaning and direc- 
tion to its role in solv- 
ing the problems of 
mobilizing for war 
production, industry 
must know the latest 
plans and objectives of the services. This 
cementing of the efforts of industry and 
of the military services is imperative to 
assure our national security. 


Necessity for Air Power 

Modern warfare emphasizes mobility 
and striking force. Space is no longer a 
barrier to attack, Huge defensive fortress- 
es such as the Maginot Line are anti- 
quated. To survive a future war, a nation 
must be able to ward off protracted and 
severe air assaults, shift troops rapidly 
over thousands of miles, and launch a 
more vigorous attack of its own. 

These conditions emphasize the neces- 
sity for air power. To maintain air power 
requires not only a strong Air Force in 
being, but also an industry capable of 
constantly supplying increasing amounts 
of superior equipment, so that the exer- 
tion of maximum military effort can con- 
tinue unabated, 

The problem of air power is particular- 
ly aggravated by the huge quantities of 
materiel involved and by the fact that 
more than any other industry in the coun- 
try, aviation has experienced years of 
unparalleled growth and periods of 
equally precipitous declines. 

At the outset of World War II the 
American aviation industry was of minor 
stature, ranking forty-fourth among the 
industries of the nation. The dollar value 
of aviation products manufactured 
amounted to $280 million, only 7 per cent 
of the value of automotive equipment pro- 
duced. Within five years the necessities 
of war catapulted aviation to the rank of 
the greatest industry in the history of 
the world. Value of aviation products ex- 
panded to over $20 billion. 


Decline of Air Power 

The retrenchment of military activities 
at the close of World War II resulted in 
the almost immediate reconversion of in- 
dustry to meet the pent-up demand for 
civilian goods. Aviation, as was to be ex- 
pected, was particularly hard hit. Mili- 
tary appropriations were drastically cur- 
tailed and the hoped for civilian market 
did not materialize. In two years the in- 
dustry that had dominated the country’s 
war-time economic structure shrank to 
pre-war levels. In 1947 airframe manu- 
facturers produced fewer military planes 
and employed a smaller number of 
workers than in 1940, the year prior to 
Pearl Harbor. 

These few statistics graphically por- 
tray the decline of American air power. 
If war occurred today the Air Force com-

bat groups would be composed primarily 
of planes that were on the drawing board 
prior to Pearl Harbor. The only jet 
planes we could place in the field im- 
mediately would be several groups of 
P-80’s and P-84’s. Moreover, because of 
the weakened state of the industry, 
several years would be required, even 
with maximum war-time controls, to re- 
tool and build up the staffs required to 
produce, in large volume, the modern air- 
eraft indispensable for survival in a 
future war. 
Program and Production 

The minimum Air Force in being 
recommended by the President’s Air 
Policy Commission was 12,400 modern 
planes, organized into a regular estab- 
lishment of 70 combat groups plus ade- 
quate national guard and reserve units, 
plus a reserve of 8,100 aircraft. These 
conclusions were strongly confirmed by 
the Congressional Aviation Policy Board 
in its survey of national aviation policy 
released in March 1948. 

The Air Force has developed produc- 
tion schedules in accordance with this 
program. These schedules call for increas- 
ing levels of procurement until 1953 when 
production stabilizes at 5,200 planes per 
year. The weight of these planes is ap- 
proximately 15 times the airframe weight 
accepted in the calendar year 1947, but it 
is only a step in the direction of the goals 
that will have to be reached in.the event 
war occurs. While the 70 group program 
provides a substantial impetus to the 
aeronautical industry, the program does 
not solve the industry’s mobilization prob- 
lems. It does, however, meet the first and 
perhaps the most important mobilization 
problem, that is to assure the existence 
of an “expansible” industry with ade- 
quate manufacturing “know-how” and 
“capacity” to shift into high volume pro- 
duction when required. 

The second type of problem is not 
peculiar to the Air Force. It is predomi- 
nantly of an economic nature, involving 
the development of national controls and 
measures to assure the availability of re- 
sources to support the production pro- 
gram. This phase of planning is primarily 
the responsibility of the top level national 
organizations. 

A third aspect of the total problem, 
and one which hitherto has been of only 
minor concern is industry security. This 
deals with measures that can be adopted 
to minimize the dangers of destruction of 
aeronautical plants by enemy long range 
bombers. Industry’s share of this prob- 
lem inéludes such things as camouflage, 
dispersal, underground plants for critical 
components, duplicate tooling, and dupli- 
cate drawings. 

Requirements 

A fourth problem is the establishment 
of strategic requirements. These require- 
ments are divided into two stages. The 
first and more critical is the production 
needed during the intitial twelve months 
of war. The significance of this early 
period arises from the fact that the war 
may be lost at the outset, if industry 
ean not recoup its strength after the 
initial impact of an enemy attack, and 
provide sufficient materiel to permit 
prompt and effective retaliation. 

The second segment of the Air Force 
program carries mobilization require- 
ments from the level existing at the close 
of the initial twelve months of hostilities 
to new production goals. As some gauge 
of the magnitude of these targets, the 
World War II monthly production peak 
amounted to 6,805 planes, with an air- 
frame weight of 85,200,000 pounds, at- 
tained in approximately two and one-half 





years after December 1941. 

The total aim of Air Force mobilization 
planning is to adopt in advance, the steps 
necessary to permit industry to meet these 
mobilization requirements. The solution 
to the expansibility problem was turned 
over to the major aeronautical companies, 
themselves, in a series of special con- 
tracts, which have become known as 
Phase I studies. The companies were re- 
quested to inform the Air Force of the 
measures that could be adopted, their 
cost, and the amount of mobilization 
time they would save. Analysis of the 
results of the companies’ recommenda- 
tions revealed that the time-saving mea- 
sures tended to fall into four basic 
patterns: production engineering, process 
engineering, tool design, and tool con- 
struction. 

Air Force Studies 

Thereafter the Air Force entered into 
a series of contracts to determine the 
ability of the individual companies to 
meet mobilization schedules. The contrac- 
tors were requested to submit their esti- 
mated optimum built-up, based on the 
most limiting internal element, together 
with the preparedness measures neces- 
sary to meet mobilization requirements. 
We are now in the process of receiving 
and evaluating the statements of the 
manufacturers showing their maximum 
acceleration potential under war-time 
conditions. 

Our studies have revealed a number of 
factors which terid to limit the ability 
of industry to meet acceleration 
schedules. I would like to cite a few of 
these. Experimental planes are normally 
hand-built with maximum performance 
in mind and with comparatively little 
emphasis on producibility, As a result, 
extensive production re-designs are neces- 
sary prior to undertaking volume produc- 
tion. The Air Force and industry have 
been collaborating in the solution of this 
problem. 

Bottlenecks 

Critical materials are a serious bottle- 
neck to production expansion, particu- 
larly in the case of new equipment, such 
as jet engines, that has never been pro- 
duced previously in large volume. In 
order to eliminate this bottleneck the Air 
Force has let a number of contracts with 
major engine companies, laboratories, 
and research organizations. 

Important changes in designs of aero- 
nautical items tend to create the need 
for new types of production equipment 
and techniques. For example, in order to 
reduce the weight of planes without im- 
pairing the strength of integral parts, 
modern aircraft tend to incorporate a 
taper in the thickness of the wing skin. 
Present techniques for machining heavy 
aluminum sheets to taper thickness are 
slow and costly, and would be a retarding 
factor in accelerating production for 
mobilization. Engineers at the Air Mate- 
riel Command and in industry have been 
cooperating in the development of new 
equipment and production methods to 
eliminate this potential bottleneck to 
mobilization. Similarly, in order to ob- 
tain maximum tensile properties from 
magnesium and aluminum alloys, the Air 
Force and industry have been exploring 
the feasibility of placing greater emphasis 
on press forgings. 

Because shortages of machine tools se- 
verely restricted production acceleration 
during the early months of World War 
II, the armed forces are selecting and 
storing surplus machine tools for use in 
an emergency. In the establishment of 
this program, the Machine Too} Builders 
Association was relied upon for the initial 





policy and technical instructions. Recent- 
ly the Board of Governors of the Asso- 
ciation was requested to make inspection 
visits to the two Air Force storage sites 
in order to help solve the processing prob- 
lems. The recommendations of the Asso- 
ciation will be used to prevent damage to 
machine components and their precision 
operations because of faults in disassem- 
bly, processing and reassembly. 
Mobilization Planning 

Finally our mobilization planning is ap- 
plied to specific airplane models. To vis- 
ualize this approach, I will briefly dis- 
cuss the results revealed in one study. 
Although this study is already obsolete 
due to the implementation of the 70 group 
program, for security reasons I will not 
name the actual model. 

For this particular plane mobilization 
requirements were to reach a peak of 600 
planes in twenty-four months. The then 
maximum peacetime schedules called for 
monthly production rate of thirteen 
planes. Thus the resulting curve of 
mobilization requirements had a sharp 
upward sweep. 

The next step was the determination 
of the maximum rate of acceleration 
which could be expected from the pro- 
jected war-time producers. This was ac- 
complished by means of planning con- 
tracts with the aircraft manufacturers. 
In accordance with our policy of segre- 
gating the industrial and economic as- 
pects of planning, the contractors were 
requested to submit their estimated 
optimum build-up based on the most lim- 
iting internal element, assuming that re- 
sources would be availabie. 


Other Bottlenecks 

The airframe curve developed by this 
procedure revealed a slow build-up dur- 
ing the initial two years of mobilization. 
On M+24 production began to accelerate 
more rapidly, reaching the required peak 
of 600 planes by M+44, approximately 
twenty months after the stipulated 
mobilization goal. During a large portion 
of the critical initial twelve months, pro- 
duction ran at approximately half the 
level set forth in the requirement 
schedules. 

The maximum production build-up for 
the engines required to support the air- 
frame schedules indicated that engine 
production lagged behind airframe out- 
put during the initial fifteen months of 
mobilization. Thereafter engine output, 
because of the production contributed by 
licensees, broke through the airframe 
curve and maintained an appropriate 
lead-time, reaching the required peak in 
the thirty-eighth month after M-Day. 

The propeller curve was completely flat 
during the initial sixteen months of 
mobilization because the peacetime pro- 
ducer was already operating at peak 
eapacity. It was not until licensees un- 
dertook production in the sixteenth 
month after M-Day that the propeller 
eurve rose rapidly. . 

These curves demonstrated the serious 
mobilization problem confronting the Air 
Force and industry. In this case, there- 
fore, the principal mobilization problems 
were to raise engine and propeller 
capacity. 

A common purpose of the 70 group pre- 
gram and the Air Force mobilization plan- 
ning program is the development of all 
industrial potential capable of maintain: 
ing American air power. Achievement of 
this aim requires the continued coopera- 
tion of industry and the military services. 
Nowhere is this cooperation better ex- 
emplified than in such meetings aS this. 
Together we will keep America strong 
for peace. 
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National War College Graduates 

Commencement exercises for the second 
class to be graduated from the National 
War College were held in the National 
War College auditorium, Fort Lesley J. 
McNair, Washington, D. C., 22 June. The 
course began 2 September, 1947. 

Secretary of Defense James Forrestal 
addressed the graduating class and 
awarded diplomas to the 106 graduates. 

The National War College is a joint 
educational institution operating under 
the direction of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
It has the mission of preparing selected 
personnel of the Armed Forces and the 
State Department for the exercise of 
high level policy, command and staff 
functions. It has a further mission 
of promoting understanding of those 
agencies of government and those factors 
of nation power which are an essential 
part of national policy. 

Vice Admiral Harry W. Hill, USN, is 
the Commandant. He is assisted by Maj. 
Gen. Lyman L, Lemnitzer, USA, and Maj. 
Gen. Otto P, Weyland, USAF, who are 
Deputy Commandants, and by Mr. May- 
nard B. Barnes, the Deputy for Foreign 
Affairs, who has the State Department 
rank of Career Minister in the Foreign 
Service.

Service Tax Exemptions 


The tax revision bill (HR 6712), carry- 
ing a provision extending to 1 Jan. 1950 
the present special military income tax 
exemptions failed to complete passage 
through the Senate before the adjourn- 
ment of Congress. 

Under present law, commissioned offi- 
cers are given a special $1,500 income tax 
exemption while enlisted men are com- 
pletely exempted from paying federal in- 
come tax on their service incomes. How- 
ever, this provision expires 31 Dec. 1948. 
It was the intent of the proposed law to 
extend it for another year in order to 
give some relief to Service personnel 
pending a contemplated pay raise. Should 
the 80th Congress be reconvened, it could 
complete action on this measure. If not it 
dies and the action must be started all 
over again by the new Congress.

Draft Bill Passed 


In the almost-closing hours of Congress, 
the House and Senate on 19 June agreed 
on, and the President on 24 June ap- 
proved, a Selective Service measure de- 
signed to bring the authorized strength of 
the Armed Forces to 2,005,882, divided as 
follows: 

Army, 837,000. 

Navy and Marine Corps, 666,882. 

Air Force, 502,000. 

Approximate strengths of the Services 
as of 1 June was: Army, 548,000; Navy, 
389,000; Air Force, 382,000, and Marine 
Corps, 80,000. 

A compromise between a Senate bill 
which combined Selective Service with 
UMT, and a House bill that was a straight 
draft measure, the new Act’s principal 
provisions follow: 

1. Men from 19 through 25 years of age can 
be drafted for 21 months’ service with the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps or Air Force. Orig 
inal House and Senate Bills specified a two 
year term, 

2 As many as 161,000 18-year-olds may vol 
unteer for one year of service with the Reg 
ular Services. The original Senate version 
provided a year of UMT for this age group. 

3. The new law becomes effective imme- 
diately it is signed by the President, but in- 
ductions are not to begin for 90 days unless 
the President, or the Congress by concurrent 
resolution, declares a national emergency, 

4. Registration is limited to men 18 through 
25 years and can begin as soon as the Act is 
signed by the President. 

5. Doctors and dentists under 26 years of 
age are subject to induction, Other doctors 
and dentists subject to call under the measure 
are those who completed their education or 
received their training under wartime pro- 
grams. 

6. Exemptions are extended to those vet 
erans of World War II with more than one 
year of active service, or 90 days of service 
between 7 Dec, 1941 and 2 Sept, 1945, provided 
such service was under honorable conditions. 

7. Members of the National Guard and Or 
ganized Reserves are exempted from induc 
tion under the Act, but the President, in 
emergency, may call up National Guard mem 
bers and members of the ORC for 21 months 
of active service. 

8. A special exemption is provided for the 
only surviving son of any family thai lost a 
son in World War II, 

9. Conscientious objectors can be placed on 
non-combat duty or, if they object to this, be 
deferred if the objection is found valid. 

10. The President may, at his discretion, 
defer necessary men in agriculture, industry, 
science and related fields. 

11, Married men and those with dependents 
can be deferred. 

12. The President can seize plants and fac- 
tor'es that failed to fill orders of the Armed 
Forces at a fair price, 

17. Drafted men will have the same right 
to reclaim civilian jobs that existed under 
tke wartime draft. Wartime absentee voting 
rights are extended to those in the Armed 
Forces. 

18. Men in the 19-25 age group can volun- 
tarily enlist for a period of 21 months. 

20. A passage grade of 70 in general classi- 
fication tests used to test volunteers must be 
accepted. 

21. The bill carries the so-called Military 
Justice Bill as an amendment. Outlined in the 
Army and Navy Journal of 12 June.

$110,000 Engineer Contract

Two Critical Years Ahead 

During the next two critical years, the 
nations of the world must pick their way 
through a valley that lies in the shadow 
of death, for there is the danger that war 
may come before the abundance of Amer- 
ica can fill the vacuum that makes a 
temptress of Western Europe, Genera] 
Omar N. Bradley, Chief of Staff, U. s. 
Army, has declared. 

Speaking to the graduating class of the 
University of Wisconsin, 9 June, Genera] 
3radley warned his listeners that the 
world was faced with a decision to pros- 
per or perish—that the choice has fallen 
upon us of the United States, and our 
decision must be made soon. Excerpts 
from his address follow: 

“You have come into a world locked in 
tension, drawn in fear, and mocked by the 
threat of war while the agonies of the last 
lay sore and unhealed. 

“Already the great powers have joined in 
a struggle for the hearts and ‘minds of peo 
ple, calling on them to choose between a free 
and captive life. 

“This struggle must eventually resolve it 
self either in peaceful settlement of funda- 
mental differences or it must erupt eventually 
in the violence and convulsion of war. 

U. S. Grants Reprieve 

“The United States—by its generous aid 
for reconstruction, by its brave resort to 
arms, by its avowal of defense for freedom 
throughout the world — has granted to all 
peoples a reprieve in which they are given 





another chance to reduce tension through 
understanding, to seek agreement through 


discussion, and to provide security through 
cooperation. 

“At this juncture in history the American 
people can stand with clean hands and clean 
hearts before the peace-loving peoples of this 
world—for we have tried trust, patience, 
wealth—eventually resolution and strength 
in an effort to spare all nations the disaster 
that would come with conflict. 

“All that we can now give to the world is 
faith—faith to match our courage—faith in 
the eventual triumph of United Nations 
faith in the eventual ascendancy of reason 
over force. 

Moral Leadership Demanded 

“Peace is a fragile and fugitive blessing 
for which millions have given their lives, But 
it cannot be easily fashioned from the wreck- 
age of this last war. It must be constructed 
by sacrifice, by courage, by patience, among 
people who value it highly enough to defend 
it. It demands moral leadership, adherence 
to principle, and the willingness of nations 
to sustain it with such strength as it shall 
need for enforcement, 

“Here then is the choice that confronts you 
—and not only you but all the young peoples 
of this world—for disaster in this age of the 
atom respects no creeds, no ideologies, no 
boundaries—it strikes the innocent as well 
as the guilty, the timid as well as the brave, 
the truculent, as well as the peaceful. 

—Or Perish 

“Mankind has approached an hour of deci- 
sion wherein we shall either link all nations 
in an equitable peace while contributing the 
strength to sustain it. Or we shall risk our 
selves and all good works to disaster and 
chaos once more. 

“For your knowledge shall profit you little 
in a world where freedom has died. 

“From this day on, therefore, you are im- 
plicated in the destiny of a world from which 
you cannot escape. 

“EKither you work for peace and prosper 
with it. 

“Or you abandon the world to aggression 
and perish.”

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Medical Dept. Selections 

Administrative difficulties and the slow- 
ness in receiving reports from the field 
on the professional examinations as re- 
quired by law, has resulted in furtker 
delay of the various selection boards ap- 
pointed to recommend Regular officers of 
the Medical Department for permanent 
promotion. 

Originally 15 May was set as the final 
date for completion of the professional 
examinations, but many difficulties 
brought about delays, so that now 1 July 
has been set as the final date and the 
Boards are prepared to act promptly as 
soon as such data is in their hands. 

Meanwhile, Brig. Gen. Oscar P. Snyder, 
of the Army Medical Center, Washington, 
D. C., has been designated president of a 
selection board appointed for the purpose 
of recommending Regular Army officers 
of the Dental Corps for promotion to the 
permanent grade of colonel. A total of 
16 officers is to be considered by the board 
in its action toward selection for promo- 
tion. 

Other members of the Dental selection 
board are: Col. Barle J. McClung, Sta- 
tion Hospital, Camp Lee, Va.; Ool. Roy 
A. Stout, Valley Forge General Hospital, 
Phoenixville, Pa.; Col. Floyd V. Kilgore, 
General Dispensary, Pentagon, Washing- 
ton, D. C., and Col. William BE. Sankey, 
Hg., Second Army, Ft. Meade, Md. CoL 
Lawrence EP. Nobles, of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral Department, bas been appointed the 
Recorder, to serve without vote. 

The board will convene in Washington 
on 12 July, or as soon thereafter 
practicable. 


Judge Advocates’ Bills

representative and every individual who 
testified before the Committee, except 3 
War Department witnesses, not only 
favored but urged the establishment of a 
separate Judge Advocate General’s Corps 
with a separate promotion list.” 

Principal provisions of the 
listed as follows: 

1, Bnlisted men have been authorized to sit 
as members of a courts martial. 

2. It subjects officers to trial 
courts martial. 

3. It prohibits the unlawful influence of 
courts martial or the members thereof, 

4. Warrant officers are authorized to sit as 
members of a courts martial. 

5. An accused, if he so desires, may have 
counsel at the pretrial investigation. 

6. Authority to grant a bad-conduct dis- 
charge has been granted to general and spe- 
cial courts martial, 

7. The review and appellate provisions have 
been strengthened, 

8. A lesser punishment than death or life 
imprisonment for murder or rape has been 
provided. 

9. A lesser punishment than dismissal from 
service for officers drunk during time of war 
has been provided. 

10, The authority of commanding officers 
under the one hundred and fourth article 
of war has been increased so far as it per- 
tains to officers but not to enlisted men. 

ll, A separate Judge Advocate General's 
Corps has been established. 


Text of J. A. G. C. Act 

Following is the full text of sec. 247 of 
the act, providing for the new corps: 

“Sec, 2447. Regular Army officers shall be 
permanently appointed by the President, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate, in the Judge Advocate General's Corps in 
the commissioned officer grades of major 
general, brigadier general, colonel, lieutenant 
colonel, major, captain, and first lieutenant. 
The names of commissioned officers of the 
Judge Advocate General's Corps below the 
grade of brigadier general shall be carried 
on the Judge Advocate’s promotion list, The 
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Judge Advocate’s promotion list shall be 
established by entering thereon the names 


of the officers concerned without change in 
their order of precedence on the existing pro- 
motion list, The authorized numbers in each 
of the several grades in the Judge Advocate’s 
promotion list shall be prescribed by the 
Secretary of the Department of the Army, but 
the numbers thus authorized shal! not ex- 
ceed the following percentages of the total 
strength authorized for that list: 8 per centum 
in the grade of colonel; 14 per centum in the 
grade of lieutenant colonel; 19 per centum 
in the grade of major; 23 per centum in the 
grade of captain; and 36 per centum in the 


grade of first lieutenant: Provided, That 
numbers may be authorized for any grade 
in lieu of authkorimtion in higher grades: 


Provided further, That this provision shall 
not operate to require a reduction in perma- 
nent grade of any officer now holding perma 
nent appointment. 


“Officers whose names are carried on the 
Judge Advocate’s promotion list ghall be pro- 
moted to the several grades as now or here- 
after prescribed for promotion of promotion- 
list officers generally and the authoriaed num- 
bers in grades below colonel on such list 
shall be temporarily increased from time to 
time in order to give effect to the promotion 
system now or hereafter prescribed by law 
for promotion-list officers. 


“Within the authorized strength the 
Judge Advocate General’s Corps additional 
officers may be appointed by transfer of 
qualified officers from other branches of the 
Army, by appointment of Reserve judge ad- 
vocates or qualified civilian graduates of ac- 
credited law schools. Those originally ap- 
pointed in the Regular Army in the Jndge 
Advocate General’s Corps shall be credited 
with an amount of service for the purpose 
of determining grade, position on promotion 
list, permanent-grade seniority, and eligi- 
blity for promotion as now or hereafter pre- 
scribed by law. 

“Sec. 248. The Judge Advocate General 
shall, in addition to such other duties as may 
be prescribed by law, be the legal adviser 
of the Secretary of the Department of the 
Army and of all officers and agencies of the 
Department of the Army ; and all members of 
the Judge Advocate General's Corps shall 
perform their duties under the direction of 
the Judge Advocate General. 

“Sec, 249. Notwithstanding any other pro 
visions of law, the Judge Advomte General, 
the Assistant Judge Advocate General and 
general officers of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s Corps shall be appointed by the Presi- 
dent, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, from among officers of the Judge 
Advocate General’s Corps who are recom- 
mended for such positions by the Secretary 
of the Department of the Army. Upon the 
appointment of an officer to be the Judge 
Advocate General or Assistant Judge Advo- 
cate General with the rank of major general, 
he shall at the game time if not then holding 
permanent appointment in such grade be ap- 
pointed a permanent major general of the 
Regular Army.”

National Guard Recruiting 

Returns from the stateS and territories 
maintaining National Guard organizations 
received prior to Presidential approval of 
the Draft Act indicated that practically 
all had reached their full troop strength 
ceilings. 

Although the rush in Guard enlistments 
caused by the delay in getting the Chief 
Pxecutive’s signature on the draft bill, 
gave rise to numerous reports, the Na- 
tional Guard Bureau remained adamant 
in its contention that no attempt would 
be made to ask Oongress to raise troop 
strength ceilngs. Here are the facts. 

1. Budgetary ceiling for the National 
Guard is set at 345,425 including Army 
and Air Force units. Some states have 
reported going over their quota and es- 
timates are that a total of 375,000 may

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Naval Air Reserve 

The Naval Air Reserve Training Pro- 
gram, which is less than two years old, 
has more than a thousand men for each 
month of its existence. 

Since the inception of the program on 
1 July 1946, the Air Reserve has grown 
into an organization of 22,309 men— 
slightly less than two-thirds of its present 
authorized strength. Training units, with 
the latest types of Naval aircraft and 
training aids, have been established at 
23 stations scattered throughout the 
United States. Today, as a result of the 
intensive training program being con- 
ducted at these stations, the Naval Air 
Reservists can provide sufficient squad- 
rons to man 56 Reserve carriers, on 30- 
days’ notice. 

Typical of the stations designated to 
carry out the mission of the Air Reserve 
Program, is the Naval Air Reserve Train- 
ing Unit at Anacostia, D. ©. Like each of 
the other 22 units, the Anacostia NARTU 
igs composed of both Navy and Marine 
Aviation components. The size of each of 
the stations depends on the number of 
reserve personne] available in each area, 
since air groups are assigned to them on 
this basis. The largest components are 
located in the areas of greatest popula- 
tion: New York, Detroit, Chicago, and at 
Los Alamitos, near Long Beach, Calif. 

The Anacostia organization consists of 
a complete Air Group for one offensive 
type aircraft carrier, one Air Group for 
an escort carrier, one Patrol Squadron, 
one Air Transport Squadron, one Fleet 
Air Service Squadron designed to service 
carrier type aircraft, one Meet Air Serv- 
ice Squadron to service patrol squadrons, 
and one Marine Fighter Group. 

Each of the squadrons meet as a com- 
plete unit at the NARTU for one week- 
end every month and participate in train- 
ing equivalent to four drill periods. Mem- 
bers must take a two-week training 
- eruise during the year and complete 48 
drill periods, for which they receive ap- 
proximately two months’ regular pay. 

Complete housekeeping set-ups are 
maintained by each of the squadrons, en- 
abling them to handle the bulk of their 
own paper work. They perform actual 
maintenance of the aircraft assigned to 
them, conduct their flight operations in 
conjunction with station personnel, and 
attend lectures and movies relating to all 
the latest phases of Naval aviation. 

Modern Navy combat planes assigned 
to the squadrons include Corsairs and 
Helleat Fighters, Helidivers, and Gru- 
mann Avenger Torpedo Bombers, Patrol 
Planes (Bombers), and R4D Twin-Mngine 
Transports. Many war-developed visual 
aids are also utilized, as are Link train- 
ers, and cutaway working models. One of 
the most recent training devices installed 
at the Anacostia NARTU is a Gunair- 
structor, which permits realistic air-to- 
air gunnery practice for fighter pilots. 
The device consists of a movie screen ex- 
tended from, and coordinated with, an 
airplane body. The airplane body, 
mounted with guns, seats the instructor 
and pilot. As enemy planes rush at the 
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pilot from the movie screen, he maneuvers 
into position, opens fire, and the Gunair- 
structor records his hits and misses. 

Naval Air Reservists participating in 
the training at Anacostia, and at the 
other 22 units are divided into Organized 
and Volunteer Reserves. The latter group 
differs from the Organized Reserves in 
that they only attend training periods 
when possible, and in a voluntary, non- 
pay status. Both groups undergo the same 
type of training when they report to the 
unit for duty. 

Skippered by Capt. Frederick Funke, 
jr., USN, the Anacostia NARTU is oper- 
ated by a force of full-time, active-duty 
Reserve officers and enlisted men, who 
supervise and direct the instruction of 
Reservists attending the week-end train- 
ing periods. Hither the commanding of- 
ficer (ag in the case of Captain Funke) 
or the executive officer of each Air Re 
serve facility is an officer of the Regular 
Navy. Ail others are Reserves. Dxecutive 
officer of the Anacostia unit is Comdr. 
Hugh Jenkins, USNR. 

One of the most amazing things about 
the program, according to Lt. Comdr, W. 
BK. Pomfrey, Public Information Officer 
of the training unit, is the distance which 
some of the men travel in order to par- 
ticipate. Volunteers, who are not remu- 
nerated financially, often go to consider- 
able personal expense in traveling to and 
from the NARTU. In like manner, the Or- 
ganized members often spend more on 
travel than they earn while taking their 
training. “Nothing could indicate more 
clearly,” Commander Pomfrey stated, “the 
success which the program has achieved, 
and the’ interest it maintains.” 

With its continuing process of expan- 
sion, improvement of training devices and 
methods, and 23 stations like Anacostia, 
the Naval Air Reserve Training Program 
will prove a prominent factor in augment- 
ing and strengthening the Navy in the 
event of a national emergency.

Marine Corps Combat Art 
Full color reproductions of eight out- 
standing paintings produced by U, 8. Ma- 
rine Corps combat artists during World 
War II have been made and are now being 
distributed for sale through Marine Corps 
Post Exchanges. Selections were made by 
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Navy Ordnance Procurement 
RDNANCE expenditures for fiscal 
1949 will amount to $14,980,000, ac- 
cording to Navy expectations, and sub- 
sequent to 1949 the Navy will spend 
$197 570,000, 

Eleven million dollars for fiscal 1949 
will be expended for Ordnance for new 
construction. This sum will be used for 
the procurement of armor, armament, and 
ammunition for ships of the 1949 construc- 
tion and conversion program. “The sig- 
nificant distinction that marks the char- 
acteristics of a man-of-war or combatant 
ship,” Rear Adm. Albert G. Noble, Naval 
Ohief of Ordnance, stated, “is the offen- 
sive armament that the ship carries. In 
the construction of ships for the Navy, it 
is the responsibility of the Bureau of Ord- 
nance to furnish superior armaments to 
the end that in comparison with similar 
ships of other nations our ships will pos- 
sess a superiority.” 

The amount of money set aside for new 
ordnance construction in the Navy Ap- 
propriation Bill, signed this week by: 
President Truman, is in addition to the 
cost of construction of new ships. 





Marine General To Retire 

Lt. Gen. Harry Schmidt, Commanding 
General of the Marine Training and Re- 
placement Center, San Diego, Calif., will 
retire on 1 July. 

Born on 25 Sept. 1886, in Holdredge, Nebr., 
General Schmidt has served in the Marine 
Corps since his appointment as a second 
lieutenant in August 1909. During World War 
II he commanded the Fourth Marine Division 
which invaded the Marshall Islands. Prior 
to that time he had served as Assistant to 
the Commandant of the Marine Corps, 

General Schmidt has been awarded the 
Navy Cross (Nicaragua, 1928-29); BPxpedi- 
tionary Medal with two Bronze Stars (China, 
1911; Cuba, 1917: China, 1927 and 1934); 
Mexican Service Medal (Mexico, 1014) ; Victory 
Medal! (1918); Yangtze Service Medal (China, 
1927): China Service Medal (1937-38, No. 1); 
Second Nicaraguan Campaign Medal (Nica- 
ragua, 1928-30); American Defense Service 
Medal; Nicaraguan Medal of Distinction and 
Diploma; Nicaraguan Medal of Merit with 
Silver Star (Nicaragua, 1928-30); and the 
Distinguished Service Medal.

This eleven-and-a-half-million dollar 
business is probably attributable to the 
Navy’s selling prices which afford a 10 
to 50 per cent savings. At present there 
are 445 ship’s stores afloat, 23 ship’s stores 
ashore and 12 ship’s store-commissary 
stores in operation. Stores are operated 
on all vessels to which an officer of the 
Supply Corps is attached, and, by au- 
thorization of the Navy Ship’s Store 
Office, on other vessels when desired by 
the commanding officer. Ship’s stores 
ashore are established by authorization 
of the Commanding Officer. 


Items for resale in ship’s stores are au 
thorized separately for afloat and ashore 
activities. Afloat, items of personal neces- 
sity and comfort are included, in as great 
variety as can be provided within the 
confines of storage facilities, merchandis- 
ing efficiency, and moderate price range. 
Ashore, lists of items have been expanded 
to include household necessities, electrical 
appliances, clothing for all members of the 
family, school supplies, and other items 
required for home maintenance. 

Resale items most generally in demand 
are made available from local 
on quarterly contracts. Other items which 
cannot be obtained on quarterly contracts 
are placed on Price Agreement Bulletins 
unde» contrac ated by the Nav; 
Ship’s Store Office, on a national or area 
supply basis. Procurement ef items not 
included on either type of contract is 
effected by the Navy Ship’s Store Office.

the House early in the second session, the 
senate Committee on Armed Services did 
not report the bill. It was finally tacked 
on to S. 2655 as an amendment to the 
Draft legislation. This now awaits the 
signature of the President. 

The second session of the 80th Congress 
will be historical because of the passage 
of a Draft bill proposed to bring the size 
of the Army, Navy, and Air Force up to 
authorized strength for present emergency 

urposes, and to stimulate enrollment in 
the National Guard and the Organized 
Reserves. This legislation, S. 2655, had 
peen developed after exhaustive hearings 
and was the answer to an attempt to 
pring about universal military training. 
Tied in with the bill, as an amendment, 
is the revision of the Army court-martial 
referred to above. The President is ex- 
pected to sign this. 

Although a Board has been appointed 
to provide a unified court-martial system 
for the Nationa] Military Pstablishment, 
Congress has passed a bill (S. 2401) to 
provide such an interim and semi-inde- 
pendent system for the Air Force. Bnact- 
ment of this is expected. 

The customary appropriation bills have 
been sent to the President’s desk and 
early approval of them is expected. 

Of outstanding interest is S. 2400, now 
enacted into law. This calls for supplant- 
ing the Navy program of 1948 by the 
program of 1949, and provides for stop- 
ping present work on 13 ships, transform- 
ing some of them into vessels from which 
modern weapons could be launched, and 
using part of the appropriation provided 
for the 1948 program for constructing a 
65,000-ton aircraft carrier. 

Along the naval line, there has been 
enacted H.R. 4721, legislation intended to 
remove the requirement of the Vinson- 
Trammel law that not more than $450,000 
shall be spent in any 18 consecutive 
months for the repair and alteration of 
any one ship, This will release amounts 
for use on the larger ships of the Navy. 
The limitation was removed during the 
war years but would be in effect again at 
the beginning of the first fiscal year after 
the official end of the war, had this bill 
not been enacted. 

Other Navy bills enacted in the present 
session are 8S, 1252, providing for changes 
in the staff constitution of the Navy De- 
partment; H.R. 4032, delegating to the 
Secretary of the Navy discretionary pow- 
ers of the President, and H.R. 5983, to 
permit the appointment of civilians for 
service in the Navy Medical Service Corps. 

Other bills enacted, and applying to 
various groups, are S. 1470, providing that 
reservists in training for less than 30 
days shall have the same benefits of med- 
ieal care as those who train for more 
than 30 days, and S. 1788, to authorize 
the retention on active duty, for medical 
treatment, of disabled personnel. In the 
matter of disability, 8S, 595, which would 
increase the compensation for disability 
acquired in peacetime, has been sent to 
the White House. 

Still to be acted on by the President 
are 8. 2770, which provides for the rank 
of brigadier general for an assistant to 
the Chief of Engineers; S. 2505, author- 
izing the Secretary of Defense to estab- 
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lish 6 additional positions of a profes- 
sional and scientific character for duty 
in his office. This would reduce to 13 each 
the same type of positions in the Depart- 
ments of the Army, Navy, and AF; ELR. 
6089, intended to provide the permanent 
grade of general in the Army and the 
appropriate pay and allowances on retire- 
ment of Generals Bradley and Spaatz, 
and the permanent grade, pay and allow- 
ances on retirement of Admiral Spruance, 
and ELR. 6707, which would define the 
future status of the four and five-star gen- 
erals of the Army dnd Navy. 

Important legislation on which hearings 
were not held, or not completed, were 
H. R. 6616, providing for an assistant 
Secretary in each Department of the 
Armed Forces to handle Reserve matters ; 
H. R. 0648, providing for an Under Sec- 
retary of Defense, changing the titles of 
the Secretaries of the Departments to 
Under Secretary of Defense for the re- 
spective Departments, and the Under Sec- 
retaries of the Departments would assume 
the title of Assistant Secretary for the 
respective Departments; and H. R. 6556 
(S. 2645 and S. 1868), to provide for the 
establishing of an Air Academy. 

Legislation on which action was in- 
complete included : ; 

H. R. 64%, reported, and identic 8. 2622, 
reported, providing a common Federal ap- 
pointment or enlistment in the National 


Guard and the ORC. Neither bill was 
passed ; 
S. 286, reported, and H. R. 612, re 


ported, providing for the establishment of 
a Quartermaster Research Laboratory in 
the vicinity of Boston. Neither bill was 
passed ; 

S. 2680, reported, to prevent disclosures 
of information about cryptographic sys- 
tems and intelligence activities of the U. 
S. Bill not passed; and 


H. R. 6712, the revenue revision bill, 
which would have extended military tax 
exemptions to 1 Jan. 1950, reported, and 
passed by the House, reached the Senate 
on the day of adjournment but was not 
acted on. 

These bills will probably be reintro- 
duced in the 81st Congress.

The Air Force this week announced 
that it will periodically be in need of a 
number of appointees into the Regular 
component from those Air Force Reserve 
officers, officers of the Air National Guard, 
officers in the Air Force of the United 
States (AFUS) category, who are in an 
extended active duty status. 

Such officers must have been on ex- 
tended active duty for no less than one 
year of which six months or more have 
been in current tour prior to submission 
of application for commissioning into the 
Regular component. They may submit ap- 
plications during two stated periods each 
year; from 1 Feb. to 1 April and from 
1 Aug. to 1 Oct. 

Under proposed plans those civilian 
component officers not on extended ac- 
tive duty may request entry upon or 
recall to active duty for a period of three 
years, This entry upon or recall to active 
duty wil] be conditional upon such officers 
possessing a skill which is needed by the 
Air Force. No person will be ordered to 
extended active duty for the primary pur- 
pose of becoming an applicant for a 
United States Air Force commission. 





Air Force Atomic Functions 

Joint Army and Air Force Bulletin No. 
19 transferring certain functions under 
the Atomic Energy Act from the Depart- 
ment of the Army to the Department of 
the Air Force was issued this week. The 
order states: 

1, There are hereby transferred to and 
vested in the Secretary of the Air Force and 
the Department of the Air Force, insofar as 
they pertain to the Department of the Air 
Force or the United States Air Force or their 
property and personnel, all the functions, 
powers and duties which are vested in the 
Secretary of the Army or the Department of 
the Army or any officer of that Department by 
the Atomic Energy Act of 1946 (Act of August 
1, 1946, c. 724; 6 Stat. 755; 42 U.S.C. 1801). 

2. It is expressly determined that the trans- 
fers herein specified are necessary and de- 
sirable for the operation of the Department 
of the Air Force and the United States Air 
Force. 
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Air Defense Command Revision 

The Air Defense Command will revise 
its organization by changing from six 
to four Air Forces, 1 July, Lt. Gen. George 
E. Stratemeyer, who heads the Air De- 
fense Command, with headquarters at 
Mitchel Air Force Base, New York, an- 
nounced 21 June. 

Toe accomplish the reorganization, the 
First and the Fourteenth Air Forces will 
be expanded, the former absorbing the 
area presently comprising the Bleventh 
Air Force while the latter includes the 
present Tenth Air Force area. 

The First Air Force covers the north- 
eastern states while the Fourteenth Air 
Force covers the southeastern states. 

The Tenth Air Force designation will 
continue in existence, however. This title 
will be transferred to the present Second 
Air Force area, composed of middle 
western states. The Fourth Air Force, 
embracing the western states, is not 
affected by the reorganization. 

The changes will go into effect at mid- 
night, Wednesday, 30 June. 


Object 

Primary object of the reorganization 
is to establish the most effective possible 
air defense of the continental United 
States. 

The present six Air Forces and their 
areas of control were originally estab- 
lished to match those of the six con- 
tinental army areas. Studies of the re- 
quirements for air defense resulted in 
determination that revision was neces- 
sary. With the dispersion of vital areas of 
the United States throughout the country, 
it was deemed essential that each major 
area should be under a single air com- 
mander for air defense purposes. 

The First Air Force provides a single 
air command embracing the critical target 
areas of the industrial northeast. The 
Tenth Air Force is responsible for protec- 
tion of vital industrial areas in the middle 
west against attacks from the north, 
northwest and west. The Fourteenth Air 
Force is responsible for protection of the 
southern states, and for meeting air at- 
tacks from the east, southeast and south. 
The Fourth Air Force is charged with air 
defense of the approaches to the western 
states agg for air defense of vital targets 
within tlfose states.

Restricts Former Officers 

The Department of the Air Force this 
week issued regulations prohibiting for- 
mer personnel and retired officers from 
dealing with Department representatives 
in any claim matters if they had gained 
personal knowledge of the circumstances 
surrounding the case while in the service. 

The regulation is covered in Air Force 
Regulation No. 30-30 which states that in 
any matter, including claims, which ip- 
volves representation by a person whom 
the Government representative concerned 
has reason to believe may be a former 
member whose incumbency has been ter- 
minated within less than two years an 
affidavit will be requested of the former 
member. 

The affidavit must state his former con- 
nection with the Department of the Air 
Force, Department of the Army, the War 
Department, or the Army, giving the date 
of entrance on duty and the date of ter- 
mination. The affidavit must also contain 
a statement as to whether his duties in 
such former connection related to subject 
matter of the nature of that involved in 
his representation. 

He must further state thdt he gave no 
personal consideration to it and gained 
no personal knowledge of the facts thereof 
while so connected. Further that he is 
not and will not be associated in the 
particular matter with any person who 
has personally considered it or gained 
personal knowledge of the facts thereof 
while connected with any branch of the 
service. 

In any case where there is doubt as to 
whether representation should be _ per- 
mitted, detailed information concerning 
the activities of the representative in his 
former service connection and the subject 
matter of his representations will be ob 
tained. 

The statutory plan is, generally, to 
prohibit retired officers from prosecuting 
claims against the government and from 
directly participating in Government con- 
tract activities of the type concerned in 
the regulation. The regulation hastens to 
point out, however, that it is not the 
intent of the statutes to preclude a re 
tired officer from accepting employment 
in private industry solely because his 
employer is a contractor with the Govern- 
ment. : 

Reserve officers and Members of the 
National Guard not on active duty come 
within the restrictions of the regulation 
only if they qualify as former personnel. 
They are not, by sole reason of theif 
status as Reserve or National Guard 
officers, considered to be officers or ei 
ployees of the United States. 
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Gen. Bliss Calls Conference 


Three Armed Services and two govern- 
ment agencies will get together in the 
office of Maj. Gen. Raymond W. Bliss, 
Army Surgeon General, on 28 June for the 
penefit of crippled servicemen, ex-service- 
men and civilians. 

A conference on Physical Medicine and 
Rehabilitation will be held then, on the 
invitation of General Bliss, to plan corre- 
lation of all government medical efforts 
in that field. Participating will be the 
Army, Navy, Air Forces, Veterans Admin- 
istration and U. S. Public Health Service, 
together with civilian consultants of each. 

Armed Services conferees will be repre- 
sentatives of the physical medicine units 
of each agency, led by Lt. Ool. B. A. 
Strickland, jr., chief of the physical medi- 
cine consultants division of the Army 
Medical Corps, 





Ordnance Duty for Air Officers 


The Chief of Staff, USAF, and the Chief 
of Ordnance, Department of the Army, 
have mutually agreed that the placing of 
a limited number of Air Force officers on 
duty with Ordnance Department installa- 
tions will provide an opportunity for ex- 
pansion of their knowledge of Ordnance 
Department functions. 

Such duty will be voluntary, and will 
be offered only to Regular USAF officers 
who have not reached their 35th birthday 
and have demonstrated aptitude in field 
of endeavor appropriate to the assign- 
ment requested. Abore average efficiency 
will also be a requirement, 





Dr. Mead Honored 


Dr. George Jackson Mead, former vice 
president of the National Advisory Com- 
mittee for Aeronautics and advisor to the 
war-time Officer of Production Manage- 
ment, has been presented the Medal for 
Merit, the nation’s top military award 
for civilian contribution to the war effort, 
in a ceremony at Laconia, N. H. Maj. 
Gen. Edward M. Powers, Deputy Chief 
of Staff for Materiel, made the presenta- 
tion. 
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USAF Invites Industry Trainees 

The Air Force has announced a new 
program designed to offer interested key 
civilians from industry an opportunity to 
participate in regularly scheduled on-the- 
job training at selected Air Force instal- 
lations. 

Designed to provide for practical train- 
ing in handling storage, and distribution 
of Air Force supplies, the new program 
will also promote close and continuing co- 
operation between those elements of in- 
dustry and the Air Force most directly 
concerned with the movement, handling 
and storage of supplies. 

Since the program is entirely voluntary 
on the part of industry and is not inte 
grated with the peacetime training pro- 
gram for civilian components of the 
Armed Services, no specific requirements 
as to age or experience are laid down. 
As a starting point, participation in the 
plan is limited to key civilian personnel 
from the warehousing industry, although 
in the future the program will be ex- 
tended to cover other civilian industrial 
fields. 

The plan as conceived by the Air Force 
has four major objectives: 

1. To provide voluntary on-the-job 
training in Air Force supply methods and 
procedures for interested representatives 
from industry. 

2. To promote close and continuing co- 
operation between those elements of in- 
dustry and the Air Force. 

3. To promote the exchange of ideas, 
plans, and new developments in economy 
and efficiency of operation, storage, and 
distribution of supplies, with a view to- 
ward fustering standardization in fields 
of mutual! interest. 

4. To maintain u nucleus of civilian per- 
sonnel indoctrinated in Air Force supply 
practices whose assistance may be avail- 
able during times of emergeucy. 

Two training periods, each for the 
duration of two weeks, will be conducted 
anuually, one in April and one in October. 
The first course will be scheduled for 
October this year, contingent upon avail- 
ability of volunteer cundidates by that 
time. Starting dates during the periods 
specified will be prescribed by the Com- 
manding General, Air Materiel Command, 
to conform best to local depot conditions. 

The Air Force assumes that key civil- 
ians in industrial fields will be grounded 
in warehousing, storage, and distribution 
operations as they are performed by in- 
dustry. Therefore, in so far as possible 
they should be assigned to work direct 
with the depot commander and appropri- 
ate members of hig staff in familiarizing 
themselves with Air Force methods and 
procedures. Olass room work should be 
kept to a minimum, the Air Force empha- 
sizes, and under no circumstances will 
the program be allowed to degenerate 
into a conducted tour of the installation. 

The program, as established, does not 
provide for nor authorize the expendi- 
ture of appropriated or nonappropriated 
Government funds. Expenses for travel, 
housing, subsistence, and incidentals will 
be borne by the sponsoring industry, in 
the same manner as participation by Air 
Force personnel in industrial fields is 
borne by the Government. 

The Air Force points out that partici- 
pation of individual civilian personnel is 
entirely voluntary and does not accord 
such person any military status, nor 
cause him to become in any manner an 
employee of the Government, nor does it 
constitute a future military obligation 
on his part. 

In promoting the program the Air 
Force states that the close and under- 
standing cooperation between industry 
and the military establishment during the 
past war proved of material value not 
only to industry and the military, but 
contributed immeasurably to the success- 
ful conduct of the war effort. 

“It is the purpose of this program to 
foster the continuity of these relation- 
ships,” the Air Force states, “primarily 
at the operational levels, by establishing 
a voluntary peacetime indoctrination 
training program for key civilians from 
industry at Air Force installations.”

Air Force Procurement 
ROCUREPMBENT activities for the 
U. S. Air Force are centered at 

Air Materie] Command Headquarters, 
Wright-Patterson Air Force Base, Day- 
ton, Ohio. The negotiations of procnure- 
ment contracts for the largest portion of 
all USAF requirements are completed at 
this headquarters where aircraft and air- 
craft component manufacturers compete 
for the award of the contracts. 

Other procurement functions may be 
carried out by the separate Air Force 
Headquarters and separate AF bases 
located throughout the world but these 
purchases are chiefly for items of sub- 
sistence, minor purchaseg for repairs and 
utilities, and to fulfill certain emergency 
requirements. 

The original 1948-49 Fiscal Year budget 
provided $700,000,000 for aircraft procure- 
ment by the U. 8. Air Force, and this 
later was increased by $415,000,000. 

A subsequent appropriation added 
$822,000,000, of which 52%, or approxi- 
mately $427,000,000, would be spent for 
the procurement of new aircraft, the Air 
Force announced recently, and the re- 
maining 48% to modernize existing air- 
craft, tool for additional production, and 
for sub-contracting. 

These three sums available for aircraft 
procurement—about $700 million, about 
$415 million, and about $427 million— 
total more than $1,542,000,000, 

Subsequently, the Secretary of Defense 
approved aircraft procurement contracts 
totaling $1,345,165,000 for the Air Force. 

Thus the initial approval was for about 
87% of the total sum available for air- 
craft procurement, leaving a deferred 
balance of $197,000,000 of the overall 
total of $1,542,000,000. 

The mechanics of procurement is rela- 
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tively simple. The Air Materiel Command 
Headquarters sends out specifications for 
required itemg and invites “all known 
sources” to submit their bids and specify 
when delivery can be made. 

These bids are reviewed and the con- 
tract is awarded to the “lowest respons- 
ible bidder.” 

An additional source of information 
concerning the current contracts up for 
award is the Purchasing Information 
Branch, Room 5B-725 in the National De- 
fense Building, Washington 25, D. C., 
where contract specifications are posted. 
No bids are received at this location, 
however, nor are awards made there. 

Recent contracts amounting to $1,345,- 
185,000 were approved by the Secretary 
of Defense, and have already been 
awarded to various aircraft manufac- 
turers. These contracts are for the con- 
struction of 2,201 aircraft ranging from 
the very heavy bomber class to the 
smaller fighter and fighter-trainer types. 

These contracts for new airplanes will 
be awarded to major plane manufac- 
turers. However, several thousand sub- 
coutractorg will receive a share of the 
orders, 

Aircraft production entailed in the 70- 
group program recently approved by the 
Senate will include a variety of modern 
aircraft such as the B-50 series, the Re- 
public F-84 Thunderjet, the B45 four-jet 
bomber, the Curtiss-Wright F-87 four-jet 
all weather fighter, the F-86 jet fighter 
and the improved Lockheed F-80.

sz aspect of our problem of rearming for the preservation of peace 
and the defense of our way of life is the willingness of American Industry to 
turn to the task of supplying an enlarged National Military Establishment at a 
time when civilian consumer demand is at a peak. Purely selfish interests would 
dictate that they concentrate on filling the needs of their civilian customers and 
thus hold the trade upon which their future business success depends. Yet com- 
mercial and industrial firms are readily and willingly offering their facilities and 
services to the rebuilding and maintaining of our Army, Navy, Air Force, Marine 
Corps, and Coast Guard. This is evidenced by our own regular and efficient adver- 
tisers whose service to the Services is of mutual appreciation, and by the hundreds 
listed in the “Purchasing Officers’ Directory” in this issue of the ARMy AND Navy 
JourRNAL. It is a huge order which faces Industry, for present plans contemplate 
building Service personnel to a total of 2,005,882 from its present strength of 
1,399,000. To accomplish this Congress has made available appropriations aggre- 
gating more than $14,000,000,000—an all-time high for a year of peace and a peak 
from which we cannot retreat for many years without endangering of security. 
This figure does not include the additional billions which we will provide for the 
relief, and later for the rearming, of the democratic nations of Europe. The pur- 
chasing officers of the Armed Services are facing a difficult and responsible task 
in the expenditure of these huge sums. To them we commend the firms listed in this 
issue—firms experienced and willing in the filling of Service orders. 


tg augurs well for the Nation that in this dangerous year there is agreement between 
the two major political parties as to the need for the building and maintenance 
of strong forces of National Defense. The Republican platform adopted at Phila- 
delphia pledges that party to “the maintenance of Armed ‘Services for Air, Land, 
and Sea to a degree which will insure our National Security,” supports a privately 
operated Merchant Marine, Air Transportation, and Communications systems—all 
of which are vital adjutants to the Defense structure—and favors conservation and 
stockpiling of strategic and critical raw materials “indispensable to the Security 
of the United States.” There is every evidence that the Democratic party likewise 
will put a strong National Defense plank in its platform. As a matter of fact, 
these pronouncements of future intentions reflect the efforts of both parties in 
Congress and in the White House to give the Nation a strong National Defense. There

achieve this purpose, and there have been a few individuals in each of the parties 
who have been obstructionists, but the record of the legislation enacted, most of 
it on a non-partisan basis, and the funds appropriated, as summarized and reviewed 
in this issue of the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL, attests to the determination of our 
elected officials that the United States shall not be weak in a tumultwous world. The 
failure of the parties to seek an issue in National Defense gives no consolation to the

Sage cpr: of the Army and of the Air Force are looking to their respective 

Departments to expedite the compilation and publication of the Regular Serv- 
ice promotion lists, which the new Personnel Act provides shall be set up on 1 July 
1948 “or at the earliest practicable time thereafter.” In the Army this important 
step hinges on the approval of the reports of the boards to select officers for the 
grades of captain and major, which action is expected shortly. In the Air Force, 
which has a much greater problem and is virtually starting “from scratch,” none of 
the grades from captain to lieutenant colonel have yet been completed. The board 
for the selection of lieutenant colonels has finished its task but its report has not 
yet been processed; the majors board has just begun to meet, while the captains 
board probably will not convene until the first part of August. Thus, at present 
indications, it may be Fall before all the Air Force grades can be completed. In 
view of this anticipated delay, we suggest that as the selections and automatic length- 
of-service promotions are approved in each grade, that all of the old and new perma- 
nent personnel of that grade be arranged in their relative pesitions on the promotivn 
list and the new, and the final arrangement be made public grade by grade, instead 
of waiting until all ranks are completed.

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The Crew of the USS Yankee 


ITH the fiftieth anniversary of the 

Spanish American War, that event 
naturally falls within the historical spot- 
light, for the time being. In view of subse- 
quent tremendous world happenings, the 
war with Spain 
may rank as an 
“incident.” How- 
ever, it was the 
first step to be 
taken by the 
United States to- 
wards interna- 
tional relation- 
ships and respon- 
sibilities, the sig- 
nificance of 
which may be 
judged by our 
present position 
in world affairs. 

An interesting 
item of that time 
was the cruise of 
the USS Yankee, a former Morgan Line 
coastwise steamer of about ten thousand 
tons, capable of fifteen knots, unarmored 
but with a good battery of 5-inch and six- 
pounder guns. She was manned by the 
First Battalion, Naval Militia, of the 
State of New York—the first volunteer 
unit to go under fire in the war—and com- 
manded by regular Navy men — Comdr. 
Willard H. Brownson, John Hubbard, 
Executive ; both later Rear Admirals; Lt. 
W. G. Cutler, Navigator. The crew was 
made up of yachtsmen, business and pro- 
fessional men, who had been trained 
aboard the old frigate New Hampshire, 
moored at Hast 28th Street, New York. 
The Battalion was commanded by Wil- 
liam Butler Duncan, who served as Lieu- 
tenant and Senior Watch Officer aboard 
the Yankee. 

Following a month of breaking in by 
cruising daily between Block Island and 
Cape Henlopen, mostly in thick, foggy 
weather, the Yankee arrived at Santiago, 
Ouba, the morning of 3 June, (Hobson 
had. sunk the Merrimack the previous 
night) and joined Sampson’s fleet. She 
took part in the bombardment of the 
shore batteries, Santiago, on 6 June; the 
eapture of Guantanamo Bay, and was 
busy with scout duty and minor fights at 
Casilda, Cienfuegos and other Ouban har- 
bors until the protocol was signed. 

The crew of the Yankee celebrated their 
fiftieth annual reunion at the Union Club, 
New York, on 26 April—the anniversary 
of their enlistment in 1898. Thirty-nine of 
the original 300-odd were present, and 
with them Rear Adm, Thomas C, Hart, 
(Admiral Brownson’s son-in-law) ; Rear 
Admirals Belknap and Harris and Mr. 
William Chadbourne, President Sons of 
the Revolution—which organization had 
given them their Ensign and Jack, in 
1898. The personal fellowship which has 
hel@ this group together for fifty years 
is remarkable. They take satisfaction in 
the evolution of the State Naval Militia 
into the present Naval Reserve bodies 
which served well in both World Wars.

Services entertainment and recreation 
program when appropriated funds for 

this activity had been slashed heavily. 

We knew that the price increases — 
though never very large at any time — 
would be eliminated through centraliza- 
tion’s economies. Time proved this to be 
true, yet by early Summer of 1947, with 
centralization in its early stages, we did 
not have sufficient evidence to prove this. 
Until we could show some visible proof, 
we knew that centralization might be 
synonymous with higher prices in the 
minds of some exchange customers. Actu- 
ally, it was only in isolated cases that 
exchanges prices ever approached the 
“downtown store” price. In truth, the 
criticism was major but the matter very 
minor. 

By August we were over the hump on 
centralization. We knew then we could 
win the pricing battle. In August every 
centralized region met its required divi- 
dend. For the first time since the begin- 
ning of our centralization program we 
had some solid information on how it 
could operate. September proved that it 
was not merely an accident. Centraliza- 
tion was proving itself. By October we 
were able to reduce and standardize the 
price of cigarettes. That same month we 
were able to announce price reductions 
on a large number of electrical appliances 
and other items. Less spectacular but still 
important to exehange customers, we 
were able to hold the price line on most 
items in spite of continuously rising costs 
to the exchange. This was accomplished 
by reduction in expenses at exchange and 
regional office level and through the 
economies of centralization. 

To make certain that our prices actu- 
ally reflected our pricing policy, a large 
number of comparative price surveys 
were conducted in locationg all over the 
United States on a total of 160 items sold 
in exchanges. The result of this price 
comparison survey showed that there is a 
saving from 25% to 35% gained by 
purchasifg a representative list of items 
in an exchange. That is a considerable 
saving. 

By Ohristmas we knew that most of 
the exchanges in centralized areas were 
on a sound working basis and would be 
better able—than at any time previous— 
to absorb the shock of poor business dur- 
ing the inevitable January and February 
letdowns. We also knew that centraliza- 
tion would become more and more valu- 
able as 1948 progressed. It was proving 
to be an excellent method for better 
operation. In spite of the many price re- 
ductions throughout the intervening 
twelve months the overall net profit aver- 
age in January 1948 was 3.79% compared 
to a minus 1.52% in January 1947. 

With the centralization of the Sixth 
Army Area on 25 Feb, 1948, one phase 
of our program was completed. Centrali- 
zation was now completed within the zone 
of interior. The early trial and error 
period was over, miscalculations recti- 
fied, and the way cleared for a successful 
future operation. ° 

We were then able to turn our energies 
to other problems which had been neces- 
sarily slighted during the busy early 
months of centralization. The main prob- 
lem was proper merchandising—one of 
its phases was the need for a training 
program aimed at improving the tech- 
niques and attitudes of our sales person- 
nel. Until the merchandising and sales 
personnel training projects are launched, 
exchange customers will not get the full 
measure of service we want to provide. 

Merchandising is an all-inclusive and 
much abused word. A fine definition of 
it—and one fully applicable to exchanges 
—was made by Dr. R. S. Alexander, 
Chairman of the American Marketing As- 
sociation, recently when he said: “(mer- 
chandising is) the planning to offer the 
right merchandise at the right place at 
the right time in the right quantities and 
at the right price.” The planning of ideal 
combinations of all the “right” elements 
is the art of merchandising. 

In some of our exchanges some of these 
elements have been carefully planned. 
However, unless all the factors and ele- 
ments are planned and utilized concur- 
rently, the result is not “good merchan- 
dising.” We have some exchange officers 
with fine civilian retail backgrounds who 
excelled in procurement, other whose tal- 
ents leaned toward display, but few with

the years of specialized experience and 
knowledge that make a man an expert in 
merchandising. And experts are what we 
need to lift the level of merchandising 
in exchanges. 

The man we need would be one with a 
composite of skills including an instinct 
for scouting sources of fairly priced qual- 
ity merchandise—one who could expand 
the variety and raise the quality of the 
merchandise offered in exchanges. He 
should exploit the possibilities of present 
stocks and be familiar with the art of 
display and the psychology of selling 
through association and suggestion. He 
should stress more courtesy in selling, 
coupled with an intelligent knowledge of 
the stock, so that customers’ needs may 
be better satisfied. 

The need was increasingly obvious. Our 
customers now included a large number 
of civilian dependents of military person- 
nel seeking greater variety than previous- 
ly. They were accustomed to shopping in 
modern civilian stores. Our program of 
revamping exchange interiors to conform 
to the latest advances in modern store 
planning was under way and will con- 
tinue at an advanced pace. The next step 
was to make certain that we would have 
the widest possible variety of fine mer- 
chandise at fair prices. 

After studying the problem, we de- 
cided—and announced at a New York 
Headquarters conference of all officers- 
in-charge of regional offices—that a 
civilian merchandising specialist would 
be obtained and assigned to each regional 
office. His territory would be the entire 
region; his activities would cover every 
exchange and hig one responsibility would 
be good merchandising. 

In a civilian retail store, good merchan- 
dising increases volume and it also at- 
tracts new customers. In the exchanges, 
the number of our customers is restricted 
by regulation and the strength of the 
services. We have no means or desire to 
attempt to broaden the base of our sales 
by adding new customers other than 
those authorized. Our activities must 
take place within the predefined limits 
of persons authorized to purchase. How- 
ever, we can greatly amplify our service 
to those customers. 

Improved service through improved 
merchandising is one of our goals. Good 
merchandising simplifies shopping in an 
exchange. It dramatizes the best bar- 
gains. It suggests to a customer other 
items he needs but might not have re- 
membered to purchase. It provides a con- 
tinuity of selling which helps razor blades 
sell shaving cream—shaving cream to sell 
after-shave lotion—and shoe polish to 
suggest shoe laces. The customer wel- 
comes the service and the exchange 
profits by greater sales volume. 

The other phase which is inseparable 
from any good merchandising program is 
having courteous and helpful sales per- 
sonnel. During the war years the turn- 
over in sales help was great due to the 
fact that many sales jobs were taken, by 
transients and wives and families of serv- 
icemen who knew their jobs were tempo- 
rary. Very little could be accomplished 
during this period toward training per- 
manent career-type sales people. 

Today we have a more stable force of 
personnel in exchanges. Today there are 
more advantages in making a career of 
exchange work. Many of these people, 
however, need training. Some are willing 
but untrained; some have insufficient 
knowledge of the merchandise they sell; 
some few are rude and have no place in 
any job calling for contact with custo- 
mers. These latter misfits we have been 
weeding out and will continue to do so. 

We have initiated a training program 
for sales personnel. It is intensive and 
its goal is to train all sales people and 
arrive at a point where we can guarantee 
courteous and cheerful sales clerks with 
sufficient knowledge of the merchandise 
they are selling to be of actual help in 
satisfying the customer’s wants and who 
are anxious to assist and serve the cus- 
tomer. This program is now started and 
though the results may not immediately 
become apparent across the counter, we 
will stress this program until results are 
actually achieved. 

These are two major steps we have 
taken to improve our service. We are in- 
terested in better service because it re- 
sults in increased volume which is a 
means of lowering prices still further and 
it will assure the constant flow into wel- 





fare funds of the amounts necessary for 
providing recreational facilities. 

Our profit on soldier purchases is 
small. The few pennies per day per soldier 
are not missed by the soldier but the 
recreational facilities and equipment 
those pennies help provide would be sore- 
ly missed if they were not made avail- 
able. 

In comparison with prewar exchanges, 
the exchanges of today are in a much 
better position to offer maximum service 
at reasonable prices to military personne] 
and their families. Today, through cen- 
tralization, we have an organization 
which can operate at a peak of efficiency 
not possible under the old system. In ad- 
dition, we have an organization which is 
sufficiently flexible to expand quickly to 
meet the needs of any new emergency. 

We have been able to reduce and elimi- 
nate non-essential personnel and increase 
the productivity of those remaining. This 
has been borne out in an inerease by the 
sales per employee. Our training program 
for sales personnel will improve that 
phase of our centralization. Our moderni- 
zation-through-grants is helping modern- 
ize the interiors of exchanges to make 
them pleasanter and more efficient places 
to shop. 

Through our Army Exchange Course at 
the Special Services School, Ft. Mon- 
mouth, N. J., we are training officers and 
civilian managers in exchange work. The 
type, scope and variety of merchandise 
available to military personnel has been 
expanded recently. 

All of these are healthy indications that 
the Army Pxchange Service, serving the 
Army and Air Force; can promise better 
service in the future. Better service 
means larger sales volume. This invari- 
ably is reflected in lower prices while the 
constant level of flow of profits into wel- 
fare funds is maintained. All of this 
makes for satisfied customers —and to 
satisfy our customers is our continual 
goal and the primary reason for our ex- 
istence.

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Foreign Affairs—The Republican convention’s acceptance of a “strong” foreign 
affairs plank in its Philadelphia platform—that is, one acceptable to Senator Van- 
denberg’s group—does a great deal to allay fears which had risen a week ago because 
of the unfortunate eleventh-hour uproar in the House of Representatives. The plank 
is not as broad as Senator Vandenberg sought, for it was out of reason to expect 
a ruthless crushing of opposition within the Party where harmony is sought, 
but the compromises were moderate. The finished product is encouraging in two 
important respects. It serves immediately to quiet alarms in western Europe, 
nervous over possible American abandonment of its aid-Europe policy. Also, it should 
serve to reduce campaign controversy between the two parties on the nation’s 
foreign policy, whether in the realm of economic and military and political aid to 
potential allies or in the area of international trade. This must be recognized as 
one of the best fruits of a two-year effort in and out of Congress to recognize the 
need for a single, strong American foreign policy, rather than a discordant pressure 
for a “Democratic” or a “Republican” foreign policy with the inevitable upheavals 
which that discord would produce. There are many sound reasons for revising a 
foreign policy, but the nation’s peace and prosperity must not be endangered by 
purely partisan emotions. , 

The showdown in Berlin is near at hand and the gravity of the prospect cannot 
be concealed, The immediate occasion was, as expected, the western powers’ decision 
to revalue the currency in western Germany independently of Soviet authority which 
had refused to participate in a joint revaluation to- avert Germany’s economic ex- 
haustion. Moscow now has determined to force the complete separation of East 
and West. Foreign ministers from the eight satellite states have assembled in Warsaw 
to agree to whatever Moscow directs, and the Russian command in Germany has at 
last taken decisive steps, forecast weeks ago, to compel the Americans and British to 
evacuate the Berlin enclave. Our military trains were forbidden passage, likewise 
automobile traffic between Berlin and the West. The modest supply needs of U. S. 
personnel in Berlin can still be met by airplane, but not the requirements of 2,500,000 
‘German civilians. Russian barrage balloons are reported ready for employment which 
would trouble even our air operations. Electric service has been cut off. If this is 
followed by a shutting off of water the situation will immediately become intolerable. 
‘To cope with local disorder the American command in the Berlin sector has doubled 
the armed guard and established heavier armored patrols, but General Clay will have 
‘to announce much stronger medicine shortly. 

Under the eyes of Lt. Gen. James A. VanFleet, American Chief of Mission, 
his assistant, Brig. Gen. Reuben Jenkins, and Lt. Gen. Yantzis, the Greek Chief 
of Staff, three Greek divisions, with three others in support, this week opened their 
massive pincers operation across the Mount Grammos massif in an effort to nip off 
‘the largest element of the Communist-led guerrillas. The massif lies on the Al- 
‘banian frontier, and from the beginning the Greek Government troops’ difficulty 
in combating “General” Markos’ forces in this mountain country has been greatly 
increased by the circumstance that the rebels could dart back across the Al- 
banian frontier to safety, and also could bring up their supplies over a new road 
built on Albanian soil. The aim of the field commander, Lt. Gen. Kalogeropoulos, 
therefore, is to drive the pincers close to the Albanian line in an effort to intercept 
as Many as possible of Markos’ men before they can escape. The driving force 
coming from the southwest, near Konitsa, in Epirus, is the Ninth Greek division 
{counseled by Lt. Col. Joseph D. Iseman, of Pittsburgh). Two other Greek di- 
visions, the First and Fifteenth, are moving from the northeast, near Kastoria. 
‘The operation takes in something like 1,000 square miles of mountain territory 
and is supported by Greek aviators using Spitfires and light tank forces using 
British armored cars. For the first time the Greeks and their American advisers 
admit a degree of optimism about the military prospect, noting grimly the guer- 
rillas’ own pessimism suggested by two recent events, Markos’ peace feeler and 
Bulgaria’s refreshingly polite inquiry about resuming diplomatic relations with 
Athens. Something like 10,000 guerrillas are estimated to have quit fighting since 
February, and the bulk of the remainder are believed to be in the northwest, 
where the present operation seems likely to bag a good many. Certain precautionary 
suggestions are called for. It is possible that some of the guerrillas “quit” simply 
on a seasonal basis, now that farming weather is at hand. More important, the 
military situation’s betterment is sure to be temporary unless the political-economic 
situation in Greece improves soon and radically. It has not done so appreciably yet. 

Vice-Admiral Forrest Sherman is sending elements of his Mediterranean fleet 
into Greek and Turkish waters for good-will visits. Over the week-end his flag- 
ship, the light cruiser Fargo, will carry him to Phaleron Bay in Piraeus, ac- 
companied by the light cruiser Huntington (Rear Adm. James H. Foskett, lately 
arrived in the Mediterranean), the anti-aircraft cruiser Juneau, four destroyers 
and five auxiliaries. The visit will end on 28 June, and the three cruisers will 
then proceed to Istanbul for a week’s stay. Instruction of Turkish officers in Ameri- 
can techniques is getting well under way, and the next year will witness the 
training of some 12,000 of them, and 90,000 men, in American field methods financed 
by our $100,000,000 grant. Six instruction centers for ground forces and three for 
air forces are operating, while the U. S. Navy mission members are conducting 
two schools on the Sea of Marmora. The training methods are suggestive of those 
used in this country in World War II. The first stage called for training 400 
Officers and 3,000 men, specially chosen as instructor personnel, and these men now 
are being used as yeast in the larger training camps, conducting courses of 3 to 6 
months. 

The Palestine truce continues-to survive serious tests, such as the Jewish 
government forces’ handling of an arms shipment which the terrorist Irgun Zvai 
Leumi sought to land at Haifa. The Haganah blocked its delivery and fought off the 
landing until most of the cargo was destroyed. Meantime, three U. S. destroyers 
(Putnam, Henley, and J. C. Owens) have been added to the offshore patrol, work- 
ing under UN direction, and 49 volunteer guards (war veterans from seven na- 
tions) were this week dispatched to Count Bernadotte, the UN Mediator. These 
constitute the first international police force which UN has employed and it is 
a notable event in itself. The little group will be used as Bernadotte determines, 
probably along the highway from Tel Aviv to Jerusalem, and in Jerusalem itself. 
They are an acorn from which UN officials hope that one day will grow a giant 
international oak. James G. McDonald has been named as U. 8. diplomatic rep- 

wesentative to Israel. 





Persistent criticism from China of the American effort to help Japan to be- 
come self-supporting has at last brought two American rejoinders. Ambassador 
John Leighton Stuart at Nanking has reminded the Chinese mildly that the Ameri- 
ean taxpayer cannot be expected to support Japan indefinitely and is insistent 
that the Japanese be helped to their economic feet. This week General MacArthur's 
acting political adviser in Tokyo, William Sebald, addressed to the U. 8S. Consul 
General in Shanghai a letter referring to the Chinese propaganda as a piece of 
“absurd falsification.” China’s feelings about aid to Japan are understandable, to 
be sure, as are France’s about aid to Germany. In each case, however, it is apparent 
that restoration of productive powers, of undoubted help to the recipient, is aimed 
principally at the secondary objective, that is, help to the world itself which in- 
cludes China and France. The difficulty is in getting the facts before these two war- 
stricken peoples in language as comprehensible as that employed by the Communist 
stooges in stirring discord. 

The prolonged rebellion of the Hukbalahaps in Luzon promises to end at last, 
thanks to an agreement between President Quirino of the Philippines Republic 
and Luis Taruec, the leader of 5,000 or more of the armed “Huks” and of the 
Philippine Peasants Union (PKM) whose members are vaguely estimated as high 
as 500,000. Taruc himself came by arrangement to Malacanan palace and surrendered, 
remaining as a “guest” of President Quirino as encouragement to his followers to 
surrender their arms and take the oath of allegiance within three weeks. Presumably 
the amnesty will be generally accepted and a troublesome problem of the new gov- 
ernment will be relieved. The late President Roxas refused to negotiate and sought 
to batter the Huks into submission. That effort failed. It now will be seen whether 
the Huks behave themselves despite the admitted Communist affiliations of Tarue 
himself. 


Signal Corps—An additional step in the expansion of the long lines facilities 
of the Alaska Communication System was taken recently when a new commercial 
long distance telephone service was opened between the island town of Kodiak and 
the United States over a 4,800-mile circuit. 

The service was inaugurated by a three-way conference call between Kodiak, 
Chicago and Washington. Participating in the conversation was Mrs. Martha Cush- 
ing, owner of the telephone company in Kodiak ; Governor E. H. Gruening of Alaska, 
from his office in the Interior Department, Washington; Hon. EF. L. Bartlett, Alaska 
Delegate, from the House of Representatives Office Building; Col. T. J. Tully, Com- 
manding Officer, Alaska Communication System, from the Pentagon, and J. H. 
Kellogg, President of the Kellogg Switchboard & Supply Co., Chicago. 

Frederick G. Macarow, Vice President and General Manager of the Chesapeake 
and Potomac Telephone Co., has been elected President of the Washington Chapter 
of the Armed Forces Communications Association. New vice presidents are A. K. 
Mitchell, Western Union Superintendent in Washington; S. A. Moss, General Plant

Integrate Service Hospitals 


Integration of National Military Estab- 
lishment hospital and medical services in 
the Panama Canal Zone Area, which will 
close two of six hospitals there, has been 
approved by Secretary of Defense For- 
restal on the recommendation of the Com- 
mittee on Medical and Hospital Services 
of the Armed Forces. 

By this action, hospitalization of the 
personnel of all three Services on the At- 
lantic side of the Canal Zone is assigned 
to the Navy, while on the Pacific side 
hospitalization for all three Services is 
assigned to the Army. 

Provision for better common utilization 
of the medical staffs of the three Services 
also will be made by establishing a 
Panama Area Joint Medical Advisory 
Committee. This Committee will be 
composed of representatives of the three 
armed forces and of the Panama Canal 
Administration Medical Service. The 
Chairman will serve as Medical Director 
on the Staff of the Commander-in-Chief, 
Caribbean Command. Under the ap- 
proved plan, utilization will be made of 
medical experts of any Service for spe- 
cial duty in any medical activity where 
their skills are needed temporarily. 

The two hospitals to be closed are the 
Fort Gulick (Army) and the Margarita 
(Panama Canal Administration) hos- 
pitals, both on the Atlantic side. The 
Fort Gulick Hospital will be used solely 
as a dispensary. The Margarita Hospital 
will be closed and retained in a mainte- 
nance status. 

With the closing of the Fort Gulick 
Army Hospital, the Naval Hospital at 
Coco Solo will be the principal hospital 
facility for all the Armed Forces on the 
Atlantic side of the Isthmus. Similarly, 
the Army Hospital at Fort Clayton will 
be the principal hospital facility for all 
military personnel on the Pacific side. 

The Committee on Medical and Hos- 
pital Services, of which Maj. Gen. Paul 
R. Hawley, USA-Ret., formerly Chief 
Medical Officer of the Veterans Adminis- 
tration, is Chairman, was appointed by 
Secretary Forrestal to conduct a con- 
tinuing study of these services. In addi- 
tion to Chairman Hawley, the members 
of the Medical and Hospital Services 
Committee are Maj. Gen. Raymond W. 
Bliss, Surgeon General of the Army ; Rear 
Admiral Clifford A. Swanson, Surgeon 
General of the Navy, and Maj. Gen. Mal- 
colm C. Grow, The Air Surgeon.’ Rear 
Adm. Joel T. Boone is the Executive Sec- 
retary of this Committee.

Writes Story of Radar 
“Radar,” What Radar is and How it 
Works, by Orrin E. Dunlap, jr., a revised 
edition. Published by Harper & Brothers, 
New York. 268 pages. Illustrated. Price 
$3.00. 





HIS interesting story by Mr. Dunlap, 

formerly radio editor of The New 
York Times, and now Vice-President of 
the Radio Corporation of America, is the 
first popularly written account of radar, 
what it is and how it works. 

Although a narrative of a miracle in 
science, the author has produced a work 
that reads like fiction yet is scientifically 
accurate and within the understanding of 
a schoolboy or the average radio listener. 

Mr. Dunlap traces the history of radar 
from the early reflected wave experiments 
of Hertz and Marconi through the appli- 
cation of the radio “echo” to push-button 
warfare. The reader literally looks into 
the radarscope, He sees how it works and 
how any object over which the radar 
beam sweeps like a giant invisible search- 
light may be identified. 

In this new edition there is an explora- 
tion of the remarkable postwar advances 
of radar, and there is absorbing informa- 
tion on how radar is being adapted to 
many dozens of peacetime uses. 

The chapter, How Radar Works, is lu- 
cidly written, much of it being in ques- 
tion-and-answer form, with line drawings 
to clearly illustrate the author’s explana- 
tions of the actions of radar which have 
heretofore been mysteries to the layman. 

By confining himself to statements made 
public as news, and to scientific bulletins, 
the author has developed a story that is 
the result of correlation and nontechnical 
interpretations of published facts, passed 
by wartime censorship and in no way in- 
volving devices and techniques still locked 
in military secrecy. 

The book gives a popular version with- 
out equations or technical language, so 
that the layman may appreciate the sig- 
nificance of radar and realize the tremen- 
dous importance of science in the destiny 
of nations and of civilization. 

As presented by Mr. Dunlap, radar be- 
comes a fascinating, gripping subject that 
will find ready acceptance by the only 
casually interested reader, as well as by 
those of scientific talents.

During the fiscal year 1948 the Signal 
Corps Procurement Agency procured serv- 
ices and supplies in the amount of 54.9 
millions of dollars. Of the total funds ex- 
pended 21.3 millions or 39% were supplied 
by other Services of the Army and the 
Departments of Air and Navy to cover 
purchases made for them by the Signal 
Corps. 

During the fiscal year 1949 it is pres- 


ently estimated that the Signal Corps 
Procurement Agency will contract for 


services and supplies amounting to ap- 
proximately 200 millions of dollars. 

The estimated funds therefore avail- 
able for procurement for fiscal year 1949 
amount to approximately four times the 
procurement funds available for fiscal 
year 1948, and include a total of approxi- 
mately 80 millions of dollars to cover 
requirements of other Technical Services 
of the Army and the Departments of Air 
and Navy for items for which the Signal 
Corps is the responsible purchasing serv- 
ice. 

Signal Corps procurement policies and 
procedures are fixed by Public Law 418, 
80th Congress, and the Armed Services 
Procurement Regulations, effective 19 
May, 1948. Practically all production 
quantities of supplies and equipment will 
be made by the formal advertising— 
competitive bid method. Contracts for 
research and development will generally 
be negotiated under the provisions of 
Public Law 413. The Signal Corps Pro- 
curement Agency maintains a list of qual- 
ified bidders for the various classes of 
equipment and types of items and manu- 
facturers interested in being placed on

Quartermaster Corps procurement dur- 
ing Fiscal Year 1948. 

A compilation of the cost of equipping 
and maintaining an enlisted man for one 
year showed that during the 12 months 
ending 30 June 1948, it cost an average of 
$996.28 to feed and clothe one soldier and 
provide him with personal and barrack 
equipment. This is about 2% times the 


figure for Fiscal Year 1940, when the 
cost was $356.27. 

Rising costs and expansion of the 
Armed Forces authorized by the Con- 


gress will entail a compensating enlarge- 
ment of the Quartermaster procurement 
program during Fiscal Year 149. 

The Quartermaster Corps is the single- 
service procurement agency for subsis- 
tence for all the Armed Forces. It is re- 
sponsible, with minor exceptions, for the 
purchase, receipt ,storage, and distribu- 
tion of food for Army, Air Force, and 
Navy. In further advance of single-serv- 
ice procurement, the Corps has been di- 
rected to assume purchase, storage, issue, 
and maintenance responsibility for cer- 
tain items of supply common to all the 
services. These include materials-hand- 
ling equipment, refrigeration equipment, 
and body armor for the Army and Air 
Force. For Fiscal Year 1940, QMC will 
continue to provide clothing and indi- 
vidual equipment for both the Army and 
the Air Force with the exception of spe- 
cialized items which will be procured by 
the Air Force. 

The nature of Quartermaster Corps op- 
eration entails considerable responsbbility 
in furnishing supplies to the National 
Guard, Reserve Officers Training Corps, 
Officers Reserve Corps, the civil govern- 
ments overseas and the various foreign- 
aid programs, 

During peacetime, the Quartermaster 
Corps procurement program represents 
approximately 85 per cent of the expendi- 
tures for all Army supplies. Covering the 
fields of food, clothing, tentage, equipage, 
and ground fuels and lubricants, it in- 
cludes about 38,000 different end items. 
If component parts are considered, QMC 
procures, stores, and issues some 70,000 
kinds of articles. 

Procurement of all articles except 
perishable foods is centered in the Quar- 
termaster Purchasing Offices in New 
York and Chicago with a branch of the 
Chicago office in Oakland, Calif. Perish- 
able foods are procured through the 
Market Center System with headquar- 
ters in Chicago and market centers at 
Columbia, 8. C., Denver, Colo., Ft. Worth, 
Tex., Los Angeles, Calif., New Orleans, 
La., New York City, Richmond, Va., San 
Francisco, Calif., Seattle, Wash., and 
Williamsburg, Va. 

Maj. Gen. T. B. Larkin, The Quarter- 
master General, heads the procurement 
program which is under the direct charge 
of Maj. Gen. Herman Feldman, chief of 
Supply Division, Office of the Quarter- 
master General. 

The Supply Division is composed of 
nine branches and a planning office. 
Chiefs of these branches are: planning 
office, Lt. Col. Charles P. Crosby ; admin- 
istrative branch, Lt. Col. E. Melton;

Army Ordnance Plans 
HERD will be an increase in the pro- 
curement activities of the Ordnance 

Department in F.Y. 1949, as compared 
with 1948. 

General Bradley told the American 
Ordnance Association, in Detroit on 9 
June, that “. the Army may be in 
the market for quantities of new equip- 
ment during the coming fiscal year.” This 
carefully phrased statement indicated a 
dependence on many factors. The new 
Draft Act had not yet been passed; and 
even after its passage, there still is the 
question of the size of the new Army 
within the next year. The extent of con- 
tinued foreign aid in weapons poses 
another puzzle the solution of which de- 
pends upon national policy. 

It is not the province of the Ordnance 
Department to publicize the possible pro- 
curement during fiscal year 1940 under 
either of these factors. Yet it is to be 
noted that, within the Army, the heaviest 
burden of military materiel] procurement, 
in money to be expended, in tonnages of 
materiel procured, and in “durable goods” 
industries involved, would fall upon Ord- 
nance. 

Several other factors influencing the 
Ordnance procurement problem are in- 
dicated directly in the Department’s rec- 
ords as they pertain to the Army in be- 
ing—the present peacetime Army, These 
might be lumped together as “shortages,” 
thongh they include, besides simple short- 
ages caused by exhaustion of stocks, such 
things as obsoleacence of materiel and 
development of new weapons by, but not 
yet available to, the Army. In addition, 
the Ordnance Department will continue 
the Ordnance supply for the United 
States Air Force during F.Y. 1949. 

Largely on the basis of shortages, the 
Ordnance Department had to ask for a 
budget much larger than that for 1948. 
The amount finally agreed upon and ap- 
propriated was $680,000,000, of which the 
procurement portion will be over $250,- 
000,000. 

For the first time since the war, Ord- 
nance will procure in fairly sizable num- 
bers newly designed light tanks and will 
“procure” improved medium tanks by the 
modernization and modification of exist- 
ing ones. 

Several thousand trucks, more than 
have been purchased in any year since 
VJ-Day, are on the books for procurement 
during 1949. Procurement of spare parts 
for all automotive vehicles, in constant 
use throughout the world, will run to 
something over a hundred million dollars. 
Pven so, the value of such spare parts 
estimated to be necessary for use during 
the year will be about 225 million dollars, 
a high percentage of this demand to be 
satisfied out of stock. 

The largest part of the appropriation 
for artillery will go for the procurement 
of a new anti-aircraft director, while that 
for animunition will primarily take care 
of particular item shortages and more 
modern types. 

Procurement of machine-guns for the 
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Air Force will account for approximately 
two-thirds of the appropriation for the 
procurement of small arms by the Ord- 
nance Department in 1949.

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Gen. Bradley Sees Draft Putting 
Armed Forces on Trial 

Enactment of the peacetime draft, Gen- 
eral Omar N. Bradley declared 21 June, 
“has put the Armed Forces on trial before 
a bar of critical public opinion to prove 
that not only the Nation but these young 
men as well, may profit from their 
Service.” 

Speaking before a meeting of the Town 
Hall in Log Angeles, the Army’s Chief of 
Staff said. 

“To confirm the strong and vigorous demo- 
cratic leadership we have already brought 
to free nations, the American people for the 
first time have voted compulsory peacetime 
military service in knowing support of the 
commitments we have already made for the 
peace of the world, 

“Never in the contested history of this 
modern world has one nation given more gen- 
ervusly of its substance, its wealth, and 
strength — first to defeat aggression, and 
thereafter to arrest its regrowth. 

“And never has one nation stood before the 
world with cleaner hands and more honorable 
purpose than that which prompts this re- 
awakening of a people united in defense of a 
fragile and costly peace. 

Ferce Challenged 

“In rallying these free peoples to their com- 
mon defense, we have defined democracy as 
the measure of a man’s personal freedom. 
And it is upon the dignity accorded his civil 
liberties that we have chosen between the 
free and the captive peoples of this world. 

“To those who are free and would ‘keep 
their freedom we have said that every threat 
to freedom is a threat to our own lives. 

“And we have voted the strength, sum- 
moned the manpower which alone can call a 
halt to the force that threatens those free 
states. Released from the fears that shrouded 
us in pre-war isolation, the American people 
have responded bravely — if reluctantly — to 
this new danger. By their sacrifice, and by 
their willingness to employ strength for peace 
as well as for war, the American people have 
challenged with force and resolution, those 
who would profit selfishly in the hunger and 
misery of peoples. 

“To the free peoples of Burope who have 
staked their very lives on the good faith of 
our intentiens, we have given added assur- 
ance in our draft of manpower that the United 
States will not forfeit in its leadership, that 
democracy will not default in this struggle— 
but that it will risk conflict knowingly in its 
effort to avert it. 

Armed Forces on Trial 

“Bnactment of a peacetime draft has put 
the Armed Forces on trial before a bar of 
critical public opinion to prove that not only 
the Nation but these young men as well, may 
profit from their service. And yet, the success 
or failure of this venture will hinge as cer- 
tainly upon the convictions, the purposes, and 
principles of these young men as it will upon 
the conduct and capacity of their leaders, 

“For unless a soldier when dfafted into 
the Army can understand and intelligently 
perceive the necessity for his service, he will 
instinctively rebel against and resent the au- 
thority centered in military command. 

“I do not hesitate to acknowledge the many 
imperfections of a military system—imperfec- 
tions which too often have broken the spirit 
of the individual and hidden his abilities be- 
neath bureaucracy and rank. But I do contend 
that in any period of selective service, the 
Armed Forces can easily become a scapegoat 
for the confusion and for the perplexities that 
plague men unable to understand the need for 
their service, 

“That this danger is even greater today 
than it was in-1940, is evident in the changed 
circumstances that mark the passage of this 
draft. 

Net Easy Cheice 

“United as we are in this appeal for peace, 
we differ widely among us in how it shall be 
achieved, Because the danger to our security 
is not equally apparent to all peoples, and be- 
cause the need for arms is still a matter of 
judgrfient and conjecture, the choice that Con- 
gress made last week was not an easy one of 
survival or extinction, Instead the American 
people were forced to ask themselves if the 
perilous trend of today’s events does not jus- 
tify this sacrifice for the nation’s defense. 

“We have conscripted men to avert war, 
not to fight a war and win it. It will be in- 
finitely more difficult for these men to discern 
our desperate need for their service. 

“If they are to accept willingly the need for 
their snerifice, if they are to look on this 
service not only as a respousibility of citizen- 
ship but as their personal contribution to the 
preservation of peace, they must be intelli- 
gently informed, and intellectually equipped 
to discern freely and of their own mind the 
nature of this struggle. 

Alert Leadership Needed 

“The Army—in concert with the American 
people—imust stimulate in these young men an 
understanding of this nation’s mission and 
strengthen in their hearts belief in the future 
of this country, in the liberties and institu- 
tions that have nourished its constant growth. 

“We must fulfill the human desire of these 


men for a sense of mission, give them the con- 
fidence and satisfaction that comes from know- 
ing why they’re needed. 

“We must offer intelligent, alert and sensi- 
tive leadership throughout our system of 
command, 

“At the same time we must strive constantly 
to keep our Army objectively aware of the 
critical national and international problems 
that confront us from day to day. 

Unity Essential 

“HowW successful your armed services shall 
be in satisfying the hunger of these men for 
a healthy moral, intellectual, and social cli- 
mate during the period of their service will 
depend in large part on the unity and pur- 
posefulness shown by the American people 
during the critical months that lie ahead. 

“The United States has grown to stature 
in a world that challenges every fiber of its 
conscience, its strength, its spiritual resolves. 

“If we are to have the peace we seek, we 
must respond bravely and constantly to that 
challenge.” 





Study Gen. Bradley’s Statement 

General Jacob L. Devers, Chief, Army 
Field Forces, has issued instructions that 
it is hig desire that the statement made 
by General Omar N. Bradley, Chief of 
Staff of the Army, before the House 
Armed Forces Committee 14 April, be 





read by every officer of the Army on ac- 
tive duty and by enlisted personnel of 
the first three grades, 

In addition, General Devers desires 
that it be read by officers of the Organ- 
ized Reserves and National Guard. 

“It is considered,” says a statement 
from AFF headquarters, “that this state- 
ment by the Chief of Staff constitutes 
basic doctrine pertaining to Army re- 
quirements in the concept of balanced 
Armed Forces as it affects the proposed 
expansion program of the Army. For this 
reason officers and key personnel should 
be thoroughly familiar with reasoning 
embodied in this presentation.” 

General Bradley’s statement urged 
both selective service and universal mili- 
tary training. The address was summar- 
ized and the tables of strength distribu- 
tion at home and overseas, present and 
proposed, were printed on page 883 of the 
,ARBMY AND Navy JourNaL of 17 April. 
Concerning the initial combat functions 
of the Army, General Bradley said: 

“At the outbreak of an emergency or before 
it takes place the Army must be prepared: 
to occupy those areas from which air attacks 
could be launched against our industrial 
cities; it must be prepared to give protection 
against bombing, sabotage and fifth column 
attacks, to the most vital installations, in- 
cluding the Atomic Energy plants; and, it 
must be able to seize the overseas areas of 
vital importance to our communications and 
to our Alr Force. The units for this job must 
be in being, up to strength, fully equipped 
and trained, 

“IT previously told you of the attitude of 
‘General Spaats on the need for bases in sus- 
taining an air offensive. By the same token, 
advanced bases are essential to an enemy if 
he is to bomb our cities. During the last war 
we learned that no matter how effective our 
radar nets, fighter protection, and antiair- 
craft defenses may be, enemy planes can al- 
ways get through. Neither England nor Ger- 
many with their tremendous air forces and 
with networks of bases but few miles apart 
were able to insulate their cities from air 
attack. Despite the fact that for several 
months prior to D-Day, the entire Allied air 
fleet aimed an offensive against V-2 launch- 
ing sites, those attacks were not stopped un- 
til the launching sites were seized. 

“These incontestable facts lead us to one 
conclusion. The only certain and safe guar- 
antee against enemy air attack is to seize 
and hold the bases from which his aircraft 
would fly. 

“If we as a result of weakness in land or 
naval strength, permit any enemy power to 
seize such bases as Alaska, Greenland, Ice- 
land, Spitzbergen, or the Azores, then we 
shall have laid our industrial and popule- 
tion centers oper to air attack. All the Air 
Forces and Antiaircraft Artilleries of the 
world could not prevent it. Only troops ac- 
tually occupying such bases could give us 
protection. Those troops are the Army. 

“The Army has estimated that in order to 
undertake its minimum security missions 
with a reasonable degree of safety, it must 
have 18 divisions equipped and trained for 
instant deployment, 

“These 18 divisions would constitute noth- 
ing more than an elementary defensive force. 
It would lack the strength for sustained or 
extended operations. It would be essentially 
a stopgap, one-shot army, a plug in the dike 
until we rallied sufficient and effective re- 
serves. 

“An 18-division army with its supporting 
troops would require 1,080,000 men imme- 
diately if an emergency became apparent. 

“To reduce the strain of so tremendous a 
force on both our peacetime economy and 
manpower supply, we elected to ask Con- 





gress for a Regular Army force-in-being of 





12 divisions in the hope that we could muster 
another six D-Day stand-by divisions—with 
their supporting troops—from the National 
Guard and Reserves. 

“With 12 divisions of the Regular Army 
and six Divisions in the reserves our man- 
power requirements for actual forces-in-be- 
ing were reduced to 822,000 men. 





Four-Star Officers Retained 

Declaring retirement of Admirals 
Ernest J. King and Chester W. Nimitz 
on next 30 June would be an “unnecessary 
affront” to them, the Senate Committee 
on Armed Services, during the closing 
hours of the recently-receased Congress, 
recommended passage of H. R. 6707, 
amending the Officer Personnel Act of 
1947 to continue the two Admirals in ac- 
tive duty status with their present rank 
until 30 June 19650, and allow eight other 
General Officers of the Army and Navy to 
keep their ranks without retirement. The 
House concurred with the Senate Oom- 
mittee’s recommendations, excerpts of 
which follow : 

Four-Star Officers 

“This bill was prompted by a succession 
of recent events pertaining to the topmost 
ranks in the armed forces. Recently it be- 
came apparent that there is a difference in 
the handling of the retirement of officers with 
the rank of five stars as between the Army 
and the Navy, It also recently developed, with 
considerable criticism, that five-star officers 
are using a number of military or naval 
assistants while on inactive duty. Further- 
more, by application of Public Law 381 of 
this Congress, the so-called Army-Navy pro- 
motion law, three four-star admirals of the 
Navy who rendered outstanding service to 
the Nation in the last war, and three full 
generals who likewise served magnificently 
in the last war in positions of great respon- 
sibility, would have to be reduced to three- 
star grade by not later than 1 July 1948. 

“The sudden emergence of these questions 
promoted this committee to reconsider the 
status of the top rank in the several armed 
forces. The provisions now contained in H. 
R. 6707 reflect the compromises and decisions 
considered necessary to bring these various 
questions into focus. 

“In respect to five-star rank, H. R. 6707 
clarifies beyond question whether or when 
these officers will be retired and the bill 
makes these requirements apply uniformly 
throughout the services. It is specified in the 
bill that henceforth five-star officers will be 
retired unless they are occupying a four-star 
position, but the bill also authorizes the re- 
eall of such officers to active duty (as con- 
trasted to their retention on the active list) 
for specified purposes and for specified pe- 
riods of time. 

“The immediate effect of the bill, insofar as 
this provision is concerned, will be to re- 
quire the retirement of Fleet Adm. Ernest J. 
King and Pleet Adm, Chester W. Nimitz, who 
are not now occupying four-star positions in 
the Navy. Under the terms of the bill the 
status of General of the Army Douglas Mac- 
Arthur and Fleet Adm, William D. Leahy 
will not be affected, and attention is invited 
to the fact thet Fleet Admirals King and 
Nimitz may be recalled to active duty upon 
retirement at the discretion of the President, 
Secretary of Defense, or Secretary of the 
Navy. 

“Section 2 of the bill has the effect of ex- 
tending for a year and a half the length of 
time the three excess four-star officers in the 
Army and Navy may remain on duty in their 
present grade. Within this period these offi- 
cers, with possibly one exception, will have 
retired, and the committee is unanimously 
of the view that in the light of the truly re- 
markable service rendered by these officers, 
it is incumbent upon the Nation to afford 
them this recognition. It is, of course, clearly 
understood that by 1 January 1960, not more 
than five four-star officers in the Army, four 
in the Navy, one in the Marine Corps, and 
five in the Air Force will be on duty, and 
that no additional promotions to grades of 
general or admiral will be sought to fill any 
four-star positions vacated between now and 
1 January 1980, except as may ‘be necessary 
to replace officers leaving the permanent four- 
star position vacancies contemplated under 
Public Law 881 of this Congress. The officers 
directly affected by section 2 of the proposed 
bill are, in the Navy, Admiral Raymond A. 
Spruance, Admiral H. K, Hewitt, and Admiral 
Thomas C. Kinkaid. In the Army, the officers 
concerned are General Mark W. Clark, Gen- 
eral T. T. Handy, and General C. H. Hodges. 

“Section 3 of the bill grants the Air Force 
an additional four-star officer, thereby giving 
the ‘Air Force the same number of four-star 
positions as have been previously authorized 
the Army and the Navy (including the Ma- 
rine Corps). This action is recommended by 
the committee in the light of the recent ac- 
tion of the Congress which recognizes the 
especially significant role of the Air Force 
in national defense and the strong emphasis 
by the Congress on the increase of the Air 
Force to a strength of 70 groups. At the 
time the present limit of four four-star offi- 
cers was imposed upon the Air Force, Air 
Force strength was not expected to be in the 
vicinity of 502,000 men which the 70-group 
Air Force will require. There is no doubt 





that these considerations require equal ree. 
ognition of the Air Force in this respect, ip 
the opinion of the committee.” 


Retirement Bill on President's 
Desk 

H.R. 2744, the bill authorizing forced 
elimination and retirements in temporafy 
grade for the Regular Army and Air 
Force and setting up a system of nop- 
disability retirements for the National 
Guard and the Reserve Components of al} 
the Armed Services was still awaiting 
the President’s signature up until noon 
25 June. 

There is every indication, however, that 
the President will approve this measure 
which is quite similar to one submitted 
with his approval in the 79th Congress, 
The White House, however, has a huge 
backlog of bills awaiting the President's 
attention. He has until 29 June to sign 
H.R, 2744. 

Title I, the forced elimination proyi- 
sions, will virtually mean the continua- 
tion of a system operating largely as PL 
190 operated during the war. The machip- 
ery has been revised in anticipation of 
the enactment of the new law, so the 
transition will be comparatively easy. 

Studies are under way as to how the 
retirement provisions will be operated, 
particularly as to the effective dates for 
those previously retired who now are en- 
titled to higher rank and hence higher 
pay. 

Studies also are underway as pertain- 
ing to the details of the operation of the 
reserve and national Guard retirement 
provisions. 





Credit For Academy Service Fails 

Nearer enactment than ever before was 
legislation (S. 657) passed by the Senate 
but only reported in the House, during 
the Congress now adjourned, providing 
that service as cadets, midshipmen, or 
aviation cadets should count for pay, and, 
in the case of cadets and midshipmen, for 
longevity and retirement except for volun- 
tary retirement after 20 years active 
duty. Under existing law every other type 
of active or inactive military and naval 
service is credited for longevity pay pur- 
poses. The legislation was on the Consent 
Calendar of the House for final action 
but was passed over without prejudice 
just before adjournment. 

Because Congress has now recognized 
the inequity that has existed in the past 
and the justice of correcting this in the 
light of existing discrimination, it is 
probable that the legislation will be re- 
introduced and enacted in the 81st Con- 
gress. 





Admiral Kelly Honored 

Rear Admiral Monroe Kelly, who will 
retire as Commandant of the Third Naval 
District next week, was recently honored 
by the City of New York. 

A scroll, expressing the appreciation 
of New York City and its citizens for a 
“job well done” was presented to the 
Admiral by Mayor O’Dwyer at New 
York City Hall. Admiral Kelly has served 
for the past four years as Third Naval 
District Commandant and, prior to that 
time, was Commandant of the New York 
Navy Yard for one year. 


Per Diem for Reserves 

The Departments of the Air Force and 
Army have issued Circular 173 and AF 
Letter 173-95 pertaining to per diem al- 
lowances for officers on duty with et- 
campments of Organized Reserve Corps. 
U. S. Air Force Reserve, or Army or Air 
ROTC. Complete text of the new regula- 
tion is as follows: 

“Pursuant to the provisions of paragrap? 
47b and section VIII, AR 35-4820, officers or 
dered to duty in connection with the estab- 
lishment and operation of encampments ° 
the Organized Reserve Corps; United States 
Air Force Reserve; or Army or Air Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps are entitled to per 
diem at the rates prescribed in section Il 
AR 35-4820, while actually traveling tv ane 
from camp. Payment of per diem is not aU 
thorized for periods of temporary duty whik 
at camp. The foregoing provisions shal] not 
operate to preclude the payment of per diem 


in the case of officers ordered to encampments 
for short periods of temporary duty for the 
purpose of observing or inspecting the activ 


ties of such camps, or, for the purpose 
conducting demonstrations or training exer 


cises.”

Some of the other resolutions adopted 
by the Association were: 

"That a pay readjustment act for officers of 
the services be adopted by the Congresg at 
the “earliest possible date’; 

Endorsed and recommended enactment of 
the Naval Reserve Act of 18, known as the 
Roper Report, as the basic law governing 
the Naval and Marine Corps Reserve; 

Declared Selective Service an emergency 
measure which does not provide long-term 
flow of Service personnel, and urged immedi 
ate enactment of a Universal Military Train- 
ing law; 

Urged its own National Headquarters to 
arrange with the Departments of the Army, 
Navy and Air Force for immediate issuance 
of proper identification cards for the use of 
Reserve Officers ; 

Called on the Departments of the Army 
and Air Force to institute without delay 
regulations necessary whereby a Board of 
Officers be appointed in each locality with 
authority to review the records of Reserve 
Officers of superior military knowledge and 
ability who.are becoming over-age-in-grade 
that they might be kept in a branch of serv- 
ice in which they have wartime experience. 

Asserted the Promotion Policy for Reserve 
Officers is vague, and ineffective with re- 
sultant discrimination against those officers 
with superior military knowledge and ability 
who, because of the limited number of T/O 
& E units in each locality, are assigned to 


Composite Groups; declaring promotion in 
grade is the greatest reward that can be 


bestowed upon those officers who give their 
time in the interest of National Defense, 
urged the Departments of the Army and Air 
Force to institute without further delay such 
regulations as are necessary to formulate a 


definite Reserve Promotion Policy; 
Declared that existing armorys, airfields 
and other facilities of the Armed Forces 


should be made available for reserve train 
ing by all branches of the Armed Services. 
regardless of the component or service to 
Which such facility is allocated; 

Supported inclusion in the training cur 
riculum of all Reserve Forces of discussion 
and lectures presenting an appreciation of 
the mission of each of the three services and 
Opportunities for joint training wherever 
possible. 

Endorsed an educational campaign to fur- 
ther a program whereby employes of politi 
cal subdivisions and of private industry who 
are members of Civilian Components be given 
appropriate military leave in addition to 
Some vacation time with pay. 

Gave its support to legislation authorizing 
Continued payment of initial uniform al 
lowance for newly commissioned officers and 
a periodic uniform maintenance allowance 
for Army and Air Force Reserve Officers 
Similar to that now paid by the Navy: 

Called on Congress to grant the same pro 
tection and benefits to military personnel who 
suffer disability for those ordered to active 
duty for less than 30 days as is now granted 
to those ordered to duty for more than 30 
days, 

Urged the Secretary of Defense undertake 











U. S. COAST GUARD 








NEW Armed Forces Talk, entitled 
“What is the Job of the Coast 
Guard?,” was issued this week by the 
Department of the Army. The Talk, one 
of a series on the National Military Bs- 
tablishment, was prepared to acquaint 
Armed Forces personnel with the history, 
traditions, and mission of the United 
States Coast Guard. y 
“Any country with a coast ling of con- 
siderable length,” the pamphlet states, 
“has to maintain an organization, along 
its coast, whose principal peacetime func- 
tions are lifesaving, the protection of 
property, the prevention of smuggling, 
and the enforcement of maritime rules 


and regulations. These duties may be 
expanded and, usually, are enlarged 


greatly during war. In our country the 
organization that performs these func- 
tions is the United States Coast Guard. 
Though it is the smallest of our seagoing 
services, its history goes back to the 
Nation’s earliest days. It has developed 
and maintained a proud record and tra- 
dition both in peace and in war. Its 
official motto is ‘Semper Paratus’ (Always 
Prepared).” 

Following a discussion of the history 
of the Coast Guard and the part it played 
in World Wars I and II, its peacetime 
law enforcement activities, search and 
rescue work, life-saving stations, aids to 
navigation, merchant marine inspection, 
the International Ice Patrol, the Bering 


Sea Patrol, the Weather Patrol, Coast 
Guard aviation, and organization and 
training, the pamphlet states, in sum- 
mary: 

“Throughout its history, its officers and 
men have maintained a tradition of serv- 
ice to humanity. In time of peace the 
Coast Guard, under the Treasury De- 
partment, is an agency for the protection 
of life and property as well as for law 
enforcement. During war, under the 
Navy, it goes into immediate action as 
one of the Nation’s fighting forces, Its 
outstanding record in war is matched by 
its peacetime accomplishments in bring- 
ing security and safety to the ever 
dangerous calling of the mariner.”

According to decision B-73346 of the 
Comptroller General, the one-grade pro- 
motion authorized on retirement after 40 
years’ service would be one grade beyond 
the permanent grade and not beyond a 
rank held temporarily. The official digest 
of the decision follows: 

“Seétion 3 of the act of 12 January, 1923, 
authorizing for commissioned officers of the 
Coast Guard, retired after 40 years’ service, 
a one-grade sdvancement in rank and retired 
pay over that actually held at the time of 
retirement, operates ouly upon the permanent 
rank of such an officer and not upon a higher 
temperary rank in which retired for age 
pursuant to the provisions of sections 9 and 
10 of the act of 21 February, 1946, as amended 
applicable to officers attaining the age of 62 
years.”

prompt action within the Armed Forces to

be directly subordinate to the Chief of Staff; 
and that an Organized Reserve Bureau be 
established in both Departments. 

That the Association go on record as urg- 
ing the Air Force to decentralize and make 
available without delay sufficient Air instruc- 
tion personnel and sufficient equipment so 
that officers in outlying areas may retain 
their flying status more readily and more 
conveniently; and, 

That Congress be requested to appropriate 
without delay the necessary funds to put 
the Inactive Training Pay Law for the Army 
and Air Reserves into effect. 

Gen. Bradley Asks Cooperation 

yeneral Omar N. Bradley, Chief of 
Staff, U. S. Army, appeared before the 
Association the evening of 18 June to 
seek its help in finding a solution of the 
difficulties that exist between the Army 
and the Reserves. Excerpts from General 
Bradley’s address follow : 

“I have not come before you to apologize 
for Army policies on reserve affairs, nor to 
conceal the difficulties that do exist. Rather 


I am here to appraise as objectively as I 
can the reasons for our troubles and to ask 
—not for recrimination and carping com- 
menut—but encouragement and help in find- 


ing a solution, 
Unjust Criticism 

‘During the last eighteen months the 
Army has been subjected to severe and often 
deserved criticism for its lagging progress 
in Reserve affairs, That this pregram was 
de’ayed, however, both by fund limitations 
and by the inability of Congress to reach 
a decision on universal military training, has 
frequently been ignored by those who would 
earp the loudest. 

“And while I have not come here to alibi 
errors in judgment, I must tell you frankly 
and in good conscience how much I deplore 
the unreasoned, bitter, unjust—and even 
malicious criticism that has been permitted 
to obscure the fundamental problems in re 
serve affairs 

“To any man who contends that the Regu 


lar Army is out to pillory its reserve com- 
ponents with prejudicial policies and dis- 
criminatory practices, I charge that he is 
untruthful. The United States Army must 


depend for its combat effectiveness in war- 
time on the voluntary and willing services of 
its enlarged civilian components. I am not 
aware of any selfish parochial attitude with- 





in the staff of the Regular Army. But I 
promise you that if it can be proven such 
an attitude exists, I will exert the full power 
of my authority to rid the service of it. 
Branch and service loyalties have no place 
in the heart of any officer—whether he he a 
Regular or Reservist — when they come in 
conflict with the greater welfare of our whole 
structure for defense. 
Diemayed 

“T am dismayed that we should find this 
constant acrimonius bickering and debete 
between the Army and this organization 
which you bere represent, If we differ, if 
we are engaged in disputes of a fundamental! 
character—then I trust we are intelligent, 
mature, and adult enough to solve those dif- 
ferences to the satisfaction of us both with- 
out dragging the debate through accusations 
and denouncement. 

“At a time when vour vast company of re- 
serve officers should provide an intelligent 
mainstay for the creation and support of 
sound military policy, we find our energies 
being wasted in these foolish differences 
among ourselves. The United States has need 
today for principled leadership, for dispas- 
sionate judgment, for unselfish service, for 
men who will not only be heard but heeded. 
The capacities you showed in wartime are as 
desperately needed now. 

Future Plans 

“The alarming developments of this ‘ast 
Spring found our ground strength widely 
dispersed on occupation missions from Korea 
to the Adriatic, Reserve and National Guard 


units were only beginning to take shape 
while the Regular Army at home could 
muster a bare 50,000 combat troops in a 


striking force. 

“To arrest this decay in our combat capa- 
bilities and to provide a force commensurate 
to the risks we have assumed in the world, 
we are striving this vear to crente an 18 di- 
vision army for minimum D-Day combat 
missions. This Army wonld consist of 12 
regular divisions and six Guard divisions for 
instant field deployment. Our plans more- 
over contemplate an annual increase in these 
ready divisions of civilian 
that in a few years, a total of 25 divisions 
will be equipped and available for instant 
call. 

“Never have the armed forces been in need 
of wiser counsel, better judgment. more re- 
sponsible leadership than that which we re- 
quire today, not only in the regular estab- 
lishments but in the reserve components. 

“Simply to discern that practices are in 
error and then raise one’s voice in protest 
is no longer enough. What we must have are 
men who are not panicked by problems but 
men with the wisdom, the intellect, and prin- 
ciple to find solutions rather than faults, to 
come with aid rather than anger, to en- 
courage not to discourage, and to do good 
for the nation rather than good for them- 
selves 
“In the thickening problems that have en

guifed us in the Army, we shal] turn more 
to those of you in the civilian components 
that we may benefit by your diligence and 


take counsel from you in devising adequate 
defense for the nation 

“This is a period of change in the tactics 
and techniques of warfare, And it is not yet 
possible to forsee with certainty the effect 
new weapons and scientific developments 





may have on the outcome of battle.” 
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Broadened Authority Given 

Munitions Board in Industrial 

and Procurement Policies 

Secretary of Defense James Forrestal 
has announced a new directive to the 
Munitions Board, delegating to the Board 
all his authority relating to industrial 
matters in the National Military Bstab- 
lishment, and establishing a new adminis- 
trative organization for the Board's Staff. 

The directive eliminates the Executive 
Committee which has directed the opera- 
tions of the Munitions Board Staff since 
last September, and provides for a Direc- 
tor of the Staff, in accord with the prin- 
ciple of single command responsibility. 
In addition, the Chairman of the Muni- 
tious Board is directed to appoint three 
military directors, with the approval of 
the Secretaries of the military depart- 
ments. Within the staff of the Board, how- 
ever, those Directors will have functional 
as well as service responsibilities, exer- 
cised under the Director of the Staff. 

By the terms of the directive, approved 
9 June, and effective upon approval, the 
Munitions Board is given general respon- 
sibility “for coordinating all policies, 
plans and activities of the National Mili- 
tary Establishment relating to industrial 
matters, including procurement, produc- 
tion and distribution plans of the depart- 
ments and agencies comprising the Dstab- 
lishment.” 

Lt. Gen. Le Roy Lutes, USA, who was 
Deputy Ohairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee, has been designated Director of 
the Staff. The three military Directors 
are Maj. Gen. Sidney P. Spalding, USA, 
Director of Procurement, Manpower, and 
Utilities; Rear Adm. Roger W. Paine, 
USN, Director of Materials and Foreign 
Trade, and Maj. Gen. Patrick W. Timber- 
lake, USAF, Director of Requirements 
and Facilities. 

The Board is charged under the new 
directive with the maintenance of current 
estimates of potential production, procure- 
ment and personnel capabilities for use 
in the evaluation of the logistic feasibility 
of strategic or logistic plans and opera- 
tions. In addition the Board will assem- 
ble, analyze and review, both current and 
mobilization programs for military re- 
quirements presented by the several de- 
partments and agencies of the National 
Military Establishment. These will in- 
clude requirements for manpower, mate 
rial, services and facilities as well as ap- 
proved foreign aid programs. 

Among other things the Board will su- 
pervise the curricula and programs of the 
Industrial College of the Armed Forces. 
It will advise the Research and Develop- 
ment Board of anticipated shortages of 
materials and production facilities of in- 
terest to the National Military Estab- 
lishment, 

It will be the responsibility of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff to keep the Board cur- 
rently informed regarding the major ma- 
terial and personnel requirements of the

military forces based on strategic and 
logistic plans, in order that the logistic 
feasibility of strategic operations may be 
broadly evaluated. 

Finally, the Board will make recom- 
mendations to appropriate authorities 
concerning estimates of requirements for 
the development, administration, or im- 
plementation of plans, programs, or ac- 
tivities which are within the cognizance 
of the Board.

Financial Digest 

After a week characterized by slack- 
ened sales in stock and bond markets, 
exchanges in the major cities have moved 
into a week of increased activity, with 
most shares registering gains of .13 to a 
full point—rails and oils being the lead- 
ers, while some of the larger retail and 
mail order house stocks made gains. 


The mid-week decision of a U. S. Judge. 


in Washington that sent mine operators 
and the mine union negotiators into re- 
newed efforts to reach a wurking agree- 
ment by 30 June has been of heartening 
influence to most traders, and doubtless 
the continuing efforts to write the new 
work contract within another week will 
serve to further the interests of most in- 
dustries, notably those dependent on coal 
and steel for their major production 
efforts. 

Reports of earnings during the quarter 
year ended 30 April began reaching the 
news columns during the week, all of 
them favorable, most of them consider- 
ably above the same period in 1947, and 
these reports will have a steadying in- 
fluence on securities prices, even though 
there is still a threat of stoppage in the 
coal fields. 

Commodities—grains, cotton, fats and 
oils—began to move upward during the 
week, but there has been no indication 
they will move into a run-away because 
of increased Government buying for for- 
eign aid. However, these markets are re- 
portedly due for highly speculative buy- 
ing within the next ten days or two 
weeks.

Merchant Marine 


The application of Black Diamond 
Steamship Corporation for the purchase 
of one Victory-type, war-built vessel for 
use on its trans-Atlantic Essential Trade 
Route No. 8 was made public last week. 
Maritime Commission officials indicated 
that the application was in compliance 
with a wire transmitted to all charterers 
on 26 April, wherein the Commission de- 
clared that it would restrict future chart- 
ers to those owning tonnage, and would 
terminate, as of 1 July 1948, all charters 
of ships to those owning no American flag 
vessels and operating in competition with 
privately-owned United States flag ton- 
nage. Black Diamond presently is chart- 
ering 11 Victory ships, 1 O2 Reefer and 
3 Liberty ships, all used on Trade Route 8. 

The Rev. Harold H. Kelley, D.D., will 
retire, 31 Aug. from the post of Director 
of the Seamen’s Church Institute of New 
York. 

Representative Frank W. Boykin, (D- 
Ala.) has been named to the House Com- 
mittee on Merchant Marine and Fisheries 
Committee. He previously had submit- 
ted his resignation as a member of the 
House Public Works Committee. Mr. Boy- 
kin has been a member of the House 
Merchant Marine group in previous Con- 
gresses. 

The Port of Boston hopes to regain its 
former maritime importance. Eleven mil- 
lion dollars is presently being spent to 
repair dock facilities, and another $8,- 
700,000 is being sought from the Legisla- 
ture. The Boston Port Authority, created 
in 1945, is given partial responsibility for 
helping to increase port traffic through 
Boston 47% in 1947. Boston was ranked 
third in total value of imports and fif- 
teenth in export value last year.

tivities of the Chemical Corps are under 
Col. Henry M. Black, Ohief of Supply 
and Procurement Division. 

The purchase of materiel and supplies 
for the Chemical Corps is centralized jp 
the Chemical Corps Procurement Agency 
under Lt. Col. William H. Greene, at 
Army Chemical Center, Md. 


In addition to the Ohemical Corps 


“Procurement Agency, the other Chemical 


Corps installations are authorized to 
make local purchases for installation 
needs. At the present time, in addition 
to the offices authorized to actually pur. 
chase materiel and services, there are set 
up procurement planning districts ip 
New York, Chicago, Dallas and San 
Francisco. These offices, although not ac- 
tually purchasing supplies at the present 
tithe, are planning the procurement of 
material and supplies that would be re 
quired in any future emergency. In the 
event of an emergency these districts 
will be authorized to purchase items for 
which the Chemical Corps has respon- 
sibility for supplying the Armed Forces. 

The establishment of the Chemical 
Corps Prucurement Agency as one cen- 
tral purchasing agency for procurement 
of Chemical Curps supplies is in accord- 
ance with the plan fur improvement of 
procurement now being supplemented by 
the Department of the Army. 

Under this plan a single technical 
service of the Department of the Army 
is assigned the procurement of end items 
aud supplies which are used by mure than 
one techuical service or by the Depurt- 
ments of the Navy or Air Force. 

Examples of this type of procurement 
are the purchase of Hand Tools by the 
Department of the Navy for the Chemi- 
cal Corps and other Army Technical 
Services, and the manufacture of chemi- 
cal hand grenades and smoke pots, and 
the filling of chemical shell by the Chemi- 
cal Corps for the Navy Department. 





Ship Mess Rooms 


The Department of the Army and the 
Department of the Air Force this week 
announced procedures for the setting up 
of mess quarters for the different grades 
of personnel aboard Army transports. 
The regulations are set forth in AR %» 
420 and AFR 75-10 dated 2 June.

Vice Adm. Adolphus Andrews, USN-

be reached by the week-end. 

2. The National Guard Bureau does not 
contemplate asking Congress for supple- 
mentary appropriations to raise the 
Guard’s troop ceiling. Most states report- 
ing to headquarters indicated that they 
would remain within their allotted quota. 

3. There is little hope of a similar rush 
to the Organized Reserve of either the 
Army or the Air Force, since neither has 
the facilities or manpower to cope with 
it. In addition, there is also a question as 
to whether membership in these compo- 
nents could provide exemption from the 
draft. 

4. In most states new recruits enlist- 








ing in the Guard in the last week will be 
sent immediately to camp. Some states 
may be short on both uniforms and equip- 
ment, but it is believed that in the ma- 
jority of cases this will not be a problem 
since uniforms and equipment were ob- 
tained shortly after Federal recognition 
of the units, 

6. The National Guard Bureau itself 
could not authorize any lift in ceilings 
as a matter of law. 

Of the 345,425 appropriated National 
Guard Strength, 301,000 is for the Army 
and 44,325 for Air National Guard. As 
of 1 June recruitments reached 226,741 
for the Army and 23,114 for the Air Na- 
tional Guard or a total of 249,855. 

In reviewing the rush of new recruits 
during the past week, National Guard 
Bureau spokesmen said that they believed 
they had adequate officer strength to 
handle the suddenly increased ranks, All 
new recruits were enlisting into already 
established units the officer strength of 
which was obtained before Federal recog- 
nition. It was further stated, however, 
that there would be a shortage of junior 
officers, such as lieutenants and captains, 
but that this did not constitute a definite 
problem with respect to the overall Na- 
tional Guard program. 

The question of whether or not those 
enlisting in the Organized Reserve of the 
Air Force or Army would be exempt is 
still a matter of determination. It is un- 
derstood that the question is now under 
consideration by the General Staff. Ac- 
cording to the draft bill, Defense Secre- 
tary Forrestal must decide what types of 
organized units give draft exemption. 





Republicans Back Defense 


The Republican Convention in Phila- 
delphia this week nominated Governor 
Thomas E. Dewey of New York, a sup- 
porter of strong National Defense and 
Universal Military Training, and adopted 
a party platform which included advocacy 
of strengthened security forces. 

The platform, which Mr, Dewey subse- 
quently endorsed as his own, contained 
the following expressions : 

“Our competitive system . . . makes pos- 
sible the productive power which is the main- 
spring of material well-being and political 
freedom. 

“Our common defense must be strengthened 
and unified. 

“We propose: The maintenance of Armed 
Services for Air, Land and Sea, to a degree 
which will insure our National Security, and 
the achievement of effective unity in the De- 
partment of National Defense so as to insure 
maximum economy in money and manpower 
and maximum effectiveness in case of war. We 
favor sustained effective action to procure 
sufficient manj ower for the Services, recog- 
nizing the American principle that every citi- 
zen has an obligation of service to his country. 

“An adequate privately operated Merchant 
Marine, the continued privately operated air 
transportation and communication system. 

“We favor conservation of all our natural 
resources and believe that conservat’on and 
stockpiling of strategic and critical raw ma- 
terials is indispensable to the security of the 
United States.”

Education of Officers 
Editor, ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Reference: Army Circular No. 146, 
“Program for Raising Educational Quali- 
fications of Regular Army Officers.” 

No one can quarrel with the desirabil- 
ity of educational improvements. But to 
imply, as Circular 146 does, that the pos- 
sessor of a college degree automatically 
has more intelligence and greater abili- 
ties than the person without a college 


o—— 
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degree is asinine on the face of it. 

I refer particularly to the statement 
in the circular which says, “The great 
majority of Regular Army Officerg are 
college graduates and non-graduates may 
find themselves at a disadvantage when 
they compete for certain types of duty 
assignments.” If this criteria were to be 
applied to the rank of general, we would 
immediately lose many of our most 
efficient officers, many of whom dis- 
tinguished themselves during the war. 
Many of our industrial leaders are dlso 
successful despite the lack of a B.A. 
degree. 

Before World War II, the hierarchy 
of the Army were the graduates of West 
Point. Now, it appears that a plan i 
afoot to establish a hierarchy composed 
of officers with college degrees. And what 
is going to happen to those officers who 
did not seek a degree but piled up many 
more semester hours than is required for 
a degree, in their pursuit of courses of 
stndy designed to give them an educa- 
tion they desired? 

Incidentally, the article in “Army In- 
formation Digest” subject: “Integration 
Finale” stated that only 57% of those 
appointed in the Army were college 
graduates! 

Is there a tendency to favor the college 
graduates over the non-college graduates 
as exemplified in the integration program 
in the General Survey Test when college 
graduates who failed to pass this test 
were not eliminated, but non-college grad- 
uates who failed to pass this test were 
eliminated on the spot?

World Warl Retired Pay 
Editor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

While I am in the mood, I desire to 
take advantage of your suggestion that 
readers aid in keeping you “advised” of 
the “shortcomings” in the provisions of 
HR 2744, recently bungled into law. 

I recall that enlisted men who served 
as emergency officers in World War I 
were given much credit for having put 
the New Army (of 1917) on its feét, The 
war could not have been won without 
them, it was said, and often repeated—I 
still cling to that belief. On the basis of 
common sense and justice, I believe the 
new act giving pay of rank to retired 
World War I men while denying it to 
World War II men to be the most in- 
equitable legislation ever enacted by Con- 
gress in all its long history. 

I might say that these out-casts have 
never been dealt with in a lavish manner 
with respect to financial return for serv- 
ice rendered. They were callously rejected 
for service in World War II because of 
yet another asinine Act of Congress. I 
refer to the Act of 7 May, 1932, which 
gives us—ves me, too—the “privilege” of 
using our World War I rank, let us say, 
under conditions wherein contact with us 
might not contaminate those who have 
been favored with the bestowal of both 
rank and pay. In rejecting our pleas for 
restoration to service we were considered 
unacceptable in our higher (fictitious) 
rank; our intermediate (warrant officer) 
grade had been authorized only for re- 
tired pay purposes, and the nation was 
too solicitious for its dignity to call us 
back to duty as retired enlisted men. A 
tragedy of errors had already been com- 
pounded against us, and no one knew 
how to correct them. 

If this affliction, this scourge of fic- 
titious rank, could be removed to permit 
us to revert to type, I for one would be 
greatly relieved. I could then associate 
with people on the basis of my being a 
retired technical sergeant, and feel proud 
of it, instead of having to appear apolo- 
getic because of a well grounded fear that 
the higher rank is merely being tolerated. 
That toleration can not be denied me, 
though the only evidence I have to show 
for the rank is that it is glaringly dis- 
played before me each month on the face 
of my much “watered down” retired pay 
check. That, in substance, is what the Act 
of 7 May, 19382 did for the retired enlisted 
man.
